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Council  of  Public  Health 

A' meeting  of  the  Saskatchewan  Council  of  Public  Health  was  held  December 
30,  1932,  at  which  the  following  members  of  the  council  were  present — R.  G. 
Ferguson,  M.D.,  E.  J.  Ferg,  M.D.,  R.  G.  Chasmar,  V.S.,  A.  Wilson,  M.D.,  and 
F.  C.  Middleton,  M.D.,  Chairman. 

An  outline  of  health  conditions  in  the  province,  accompanied  by  statistics, 
indicated  a  satisfactory  showing  despite  economic  conditions.  There  had  been  a 
general  decrease  in  mortality  from  communicable  disease  during  "the  year.  A  review 
was  presented  on  the  activities  of  the  various  divisions  and  also  on  mental  hygiene, 
cancer  clinics,  radio  broadcasts,  medical  and  hospital  relief.  The  reduction  in  the 
treatment  period  needed  for  sanatorium  patients  received  favorable  comment. 

Dr.  Wilson  stated  that  in  Saskatoon  six  deaths  from  Diphtheria  occurred 
in  children  where  the  parents  had  refused  immunization.  The  maternal  mortality 
of  4.4  per  1000  living  births  was  mentioned  as  the  lowest  in  Canada.  Deaths  from 
whooping  cough  were  discussed  and  a  resolution  passed  recommending  that  Per¬ 
tussis  vaccine  be  included  in  the  biological  products  distributed  by  the  department. 
Features  dealing  with  the  proposed  new  Marriage  Act,  as  it  related  to  the  require¬ 
ment  of  a  medical  certificate  were  considered,  the  chairman  pointing  out  the  educa¬ 
tional  value  of  such  requirement  and  stated  that  eventually  it  would  be  desirable 
to  include  the  female  applicant.  Proposed  amendments  to  the  hospital  regulations 
were  dealt  with  and  additions  recommended  in  respect  to  fire  hazards,  and  the  use 
of  masks  for  attendants  at  maternity  cases.  The  council  was  in  favor  of  raising 
the  educational  requirement  for  nurses  in  training  to  Grade  XI,  and  of  limiting 
training  schools  to  those  of  70  beds  with  an  average  of  45  patients  daily.  Honorable 
F.  D.  Munroe  reported  on  the  work  of  the  Cancer  Commission,  stating  that  more 
than  500  persons  had  gone  through  the  two  clinics.  The  300  cases  referred  to  the 
Regina  clinic  required  over  2000  consultations.  Surgery  was  left  to  the  discretion 
of  the  patient.  The  minister  also  advised  that  the  federal  grant  to  provinces  for 
venereal  disease  work  had  been  discontinued. 

Legislation  Passed  During  1932. 

April  13,  1932,  The  Vital  Statistics  Act  was  amended  as  follows:  The  fee  for 
a  certificate  was  increased  from  50  cents  to  75  cents,  and  a  fee  of  SI. 00  charged 
when  a  registration  is  not  made  within  a  year.  The  municipality  is  required  to 
pay  the  division  registrar  a  fee  of  25  cents  for  each  registration,  this  formerly  being 
paid  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  Rural  Municipality  Act  was  amended  permitting  a  council  to  submit  a 
bylaw  empowering  it  to  engage  a  municipal  doctor  for  three  or  more  townships. 
The  Act  was  further  amended  permitting  a  council  to  submit  a  bylaw  empowering 
the  municipality  or  one  or  more  townships  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  any 
hospital  board  for  the  care  and  treatment  at  the  expense  of  the  municipality,  of 
such  persons  as  deemed  advisable. 

The  Public  Health  Act  was  amended  to  further  protect  the  public  against 
food  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Psychopathic  Wards  and  Mental  Hospitals 

The  following  were  the  admissions  of  mentally  diseased  at  the  mental  hospitals 
at  Battleford  and  Weyburn  in  the  years  1930,  1931  and  1932: —

Weyburn .  259  232  225 


It  will  be  noted  that  there  was  an  increase  of  47  admissions  at  Battleford  in 
1932  over  1931,  while  at  Weyburn  there  was  a  decrease  of  7  in  1932.  Also,  Battle¬ 
ford  admitted  78  more  than  Weyburn  in  1930;  94  more  than  Weyburn  in  1931,  and 
148  more  than  Weyburn  in  1932.  This  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  the  psycho¬ 
pathic  wards  at  Regina  are  utilized  to  such  an  extent  in  the  south  that  the  admis¬ 
sions  to  Weyburn  are  considerably  less.  Of  the  215  patients  treated  in  the  psycho- 
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pathic  wards  at  the  Regina  General  Hospital  72  per  cent  returned  to  their  homes 
although  7  of  the  patients  later  were  sent  to  Weyburn.  Fifty-six  per  cent  of  the 
patients  were  definitely  improved.  In  20  per  cent  some  organic  cause  for  the 
condition  was  found.  The  bed  capacity  was  increased  by  4  beds  during  the  year. 

Trachoma 

A  survey  of  the  trachoma  situation  was  made  early  in  the  year  by  having  all 
known  and  suspected  cases  seen  by  eye  specialists.  Systematic  treatment  was 
organized  by  the  public  health  nurses  under  the  direction  of  the  specialists.  In 
June,  Ur.  T.  D.  Kendrick,  D.P.H.,  was  given  charge  of  the  trachoma  work  for  the 
province,  and  he  makes  regular  periodic  visits  to  the  trachoma  clinics  and  recom¬ 
mends  any  change  in  treatment,  etc.  A  public  health  nurse  in  each  district  sees 
that  treatment  is  carried  out.  The  number  of  positive  cases  was  reduced  from 
1,212  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  360  at  the  end  of  the  year,  or  70  per  cent  less, 
as  a  result  of  this  treatment,  while  the  number  of  suspect  cases  was  reduced  from 
1,404  to  57.  The  number  under  treatment  at  the  first  of  the  year  was  2,321,  while 
at  the  end  of  the  year  this  number  had  been  reduced  to  416.  The  Federal  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Indian  Affairs  has  appointed  Dr.  Wall  to  examine  the  Indians  for  trachoma, 
and  he  has  already  found  considerable  among  the  Saskatchewan  Indians.  These 
cases  have  been  put  under  treatment  and  Dr.  Wall  hopes  to  prevent  a  further 
spread  among  them. 

The  second  Consultative  Diagnostic  Cancer  Clinic  was  opened  at  Saskatoon 
on  January  4,  1932.  Over  500  cases  went  through  the  two  clinics  at  Regina  and 
Saskatoon  during  the  year,  involving  over  2000  consultations. 

The  Gravelbourg  full-time  Health  Unit  No.  1,  which  had  been  organized 
for  a  three  year  term,  came  to  a  close  on  March  12,  1932,  as  the  various  co-operating 
municipalities  were  in  the  heart  of  the  drought  area  and  so  could  not  see  their  way 
to  continue.  Furthermore,  two  of  the  co-operating  municipalities  had  entered  into 
agreements  with  municipal  doctors,  as  they  desired  to  feature  the  treatment  of 
disease  along  with  the  prevention. 

Leave  of  absence  without  pay  for  some  of  the  sanitary  officers  and  public 
health  nurses  extended  into  1932. 

The  Venereal  Disease  grant  from  the  Federal  Government  was  discontinued 
in  March  1932. 

Through  the  good  offices  of  radio  station  CHWC  we  were  able  to  give  some 
thirteen  educational  broadcasts  of  fifteen  minutes  each  on  various  public  health 
topics. 

The  incidence  of  communicable  disease  in  1932  was  much  less  than  in  1931, 
with  the  exception  of  typhoid  fever  which  showed  an  increase  of  10  cases.  Whoop¬ 
ing  cough  also  showed  a  slight  increase.  The  number  of  deaths  from  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  continue  to  be  too  high.  Deaths  from  tuberculosis  show  a 
very  satisfactory  reduction. 


Relief — Medical,  Hospital  and  Dental 

Commencing  November  16,  1931,  the  Government  arranged  through  the 
Saskatchewan  Relief  Commission  for  assistance  for  doctors  and  dentists  in  “A”, 
“B”  and  “C”  relief  areas,  and  for  hospitals  caring  for  patients  from  any  of  these 
areas,  for  a  period  of  five  months  as  from  November  16,  1931  to  April  16,  1932. 

The  grant  to  doctors  in  “A”  area  (85  R.M.’s  and  8  L.I.D.’s)  was  $75  per 
month,  to  doctors  in  “B”  area  (72  R.  M.’s  and  7  L.I.D.’s)  and  “C”  area  (59  R.M.’s 
and  20  L.I.D.’s)  was  $40  a  month.  The  grant  did  not  apply  to  doctors  in  the  larger 
cities.  There  were  some  100  doctors  in  “A”  area,  91  doctors  in  “B”  area  and  70 
doctors  in  “C”  area  affected,  but  only  80  in  “A”,  28  in  “B”,  and  24  in  “C”  applied 
(132). 


Then  for  June,  July  and  August,  a  grant  of  $50  per  month  was  available  for 
the  doctors  in  “A”  area,  when  67  applied.  Commencing  December  1,  1932,  and 
extending  to  May  1,  1933  (5  months)  a  grant  of  $50  per  month  was  made  available 
to  doctors  in  the  1932-33  medical  relief  area  “A”,  comprising  some  56  rural  muni¬ 
cipalities  and  several  areas  in  the  north  to  which  settlers  had  moved  or  had  been 
moved  from  the  drought  area.  Some  56  doctors  were  included. 

Of  the  dentists  applying,  there  were  24  in  “A”,  3  in  “B”,  and  4  in  “C”  area. 
With  respect  to  the  dentists  a  maximum  of  $25  per  month  for  the  same  period  was 
available  in  “A”  area  and  $15  per  month  in  “B”  and  “C”  areas. 


To  government-aided  hospitals  a  grant  of  50  cents  per  patient  per  day  (in 
addition  to  the  regular  government  grant  of  50  cents)  was  made  available  for  all 
patients  from  “A”  area,  and  for  those  patients  coming  from  “B”  and  “C”  areas  a 
grant  of  25  cents  per  patient  per  day  was  paid  to  the  hospitals  for  the  five-month 
period,  November  16,  1931  to  April  16,  1932.  For  the  three  months,  June,  July 
and  August,  1932,  hospitals  were  given  25  cents  per  patient  per  day  for  patients 
coming  from  “A”  area  only.

The  above  tables  clearly  set  forth  the  great  bulk  of  the  division’s  activities 
during  the  year,  but  in  addition  to  the  information  contained  therein  and  the  work 
listed  as  routine,  the  following  reports,  licenses,  etc.,  were  issued:  (a)  To  the 
Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics,  Ottawa,  52  weekly  reports  covering  morbidity  and 
mortality,  together  with  reports  on  morbidity  only  for  the  cities  Moose  Jaw,  Regina 
and  Saskatoon  (population  of  10,000  and  over) ;  (b)  To  the  Department  of  Pensions 
and  National  Health,  Ottawa,  52  reports  on  communicable  disease  incidence;  (c)  12 
monthly  reports  on  monthly  activities  and  52  detailed  statements  on  communicable 
disease  incidence  were  issued  for  departmental  use,  a  copy  of  the  latter  being  also 
furnished  to  each  of  the  eight  district  sanitary  officers. 

Undertakers'  Licenses.  166  of  these  licenses  were  issued  during  1932,  an 
increase  of  6  over  the  previous  year. 

Disinterment  Permits.  51  of  these  permits  were  granted,  as  compared  with  66 
for  the  year  1931,  80  for  1930  and  167  for  1929.  As  stated  in  an  earlier  report,  the 
high  total  of  167  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  in  1929  a  large  number  of  permits 
were  issued  for  the  disinterment  of  the  remains  of  Chinese,  for  removal  to  China.

The  following  is  the  report  on  the  work  of  the  Division  of  Sanitation  for  the 
calendar  year  1932. 

Waterworks  and  Sewerage 

The  greater  part  of  the  expenditure  incurred  by  municipalities  in  Saskatche¬ 
wan  during  the  year  1932  under  this  heading  was  made  by  the  larger  urban  munici¬ 
palities  in  extending  existing  sources  of  water  supply  and  domestic  and  storm  sewer¬ 
age  systems. 

Plans,  specifications,  engineering  reports  and  other  data  were  submitted  by 
the  various  municipalities,  which  applied  for  approval  of  these  works,  and  the 
public  health  aspect  of  the  proposed  extensions  was  fully  investigated  by  the 
department’s  engineers  before  approval  was  given. 

Municipal  Waterworks. 

During  the  year  1932  seventeen  certificates,  covering  the  construction  and 
extension  of  waterworks  systems  in  the  province,  were  issued  by  the  department 
representing  a  total  expenditure  of  $450,033.34.  A  list  of  these  certificates  is  given 
in  table  No.  1. 

The  city  of  Regina  completed  the  construction  of  a  ten  million  gallon  reinforced 
concrete  storage  reservoir  and  this  now  forms  part  of  the  city’s  water  supply 
system.  The  total  storage  capacity  now  available  is  twenty  million  gallons.  The 
Mound  Spring  area  to  the  north  of  the  city  has  been  developed  with  a  view  of 
augmenting  the  city’s  water  supply. 

The  city  of  Moose  Jaw  made  certain  extensions  to  its  original  works  and 
developed  new  sources  of  supply. 

The  town  of  Humboldt  has  developed  a  new  underground  source  of  supply 
by  the  drilling  of  a  six-inch  well.  This  supply  has  been  connected  to  the  town’s 
distribution  system  and  will  take  the  place  of  the  previous  source  at  Burton  lake, 
which,  owing  to  the  lack  of  precipitation,  showed  the  presence  of  vegetable  growth, 
resulting  in  the  taste  and  odor  of  the  water  becoming  very  pronounced. 

The  town  of  Melville  has  also  developed  an  underground  source  of  supply  to 
take  the  place  of  a  surface  supply,  which  was  incapable  of  meeting  the  require¬ 
ments  of  a  railway  company  and  of  the  town. 

The  town  of  Outlook  constructed  a  new  sedimentation  basin  and  intake  well 
to  take  the  place  of  the  original  works,  which  had  collapsed. 

There  are,  at  this  date,  thirty-six  waterworks  systems  in  the  province,  all  of 
which  are  municipally  owned  and  operated,  and  in  fourteen  of  these  plants  the  water 
is  disinfected  by  liquid  chlorine. 

The  operation  of  fourteen  municipal  waterworks  systems  was  investigated  and 
a  complete  report  prepared  by  the  inspecting  engineer  in  each  case,  examinations 
being  made  to  determine  whether  the  necessary  precautions  were  being  taken  to 
prevent  surface  pollution  from  contaminating  the  supply. 

The  emptying  and  cleaning  out  of  storage  reservoirs  and  towers  and  the 
frequent  flushing  out  of  the  distribution  system,  particularly  at  all  dead  ends,  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  officials  concerned. 

The  impounding  of  water  in  large  open  reservoirs  and  the  subsequent  growth 
of  algae  has  also  received  the  attention  of  the  department. 

The  situation  with  regard  to  urban  and  rural  water  supplies  in  the  dried-out 
areas  has  been  that,  while  some  supplies  have  failed  or  become  depleted,  new 
sources  have  been  developed  or  water  hauled  from  producing  wells  and  it  may  be 
said  that  no  condition  has  existed  whereby  the  public  health  of  any  community 
was  endangered  through  the  lack  of  a  water  supply  of  good  sanitary  quality. 

Semi-Urban  and  Rural  Water  Supplies. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  during  the  year  to  the  inspection  of  semi- 
urban  and  rural  water  supplies.  The  number  of  these  water  supplies  investigated 
by  the  sanitary  officers  was  1986,  and  in  many  cases  recommendations  were  made 
as  to  how  the  source  of  supply  might  be  protected  against  surface  and  other  pollu¬ 
tion. 

Useful  information  was  also  given  to  boards  of  health  with  respect  to  the 
location  of  new  supplies. 

The  system  inaugurated  some  years  ago,  whereby  individuals  throughout  the 
province  may  submit  samples  of  their  water  supply  for  examination,  has  been 
continued  and  during  the  year  741  opinions  were  given  on  the  sanitary  quality  of 
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the  domestic  supply.  There  is  no  charge  made  for  these  examinations  other  than  the 
return  postage  rate  on  the  container. 

The  figures  in  the  following  table  indicate  the  incidence  and  death  rates  from 
typhoid  fever  from  the  year  1911  to  the  year  1931.  It  can  reasonably  be  claimed 
that  controlled  water  supplies  and  the  prevention  of  stream  pollution  have  played 
an  important  part  in  the  reduction  of  the  death  rate  of  this  disease.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  department  issued  eighteen  certificates  during  the  year  1932  for  the  ex¬ 
tension  of  existing  sewage  disposal  plants  and  the  extension  of  sewerage  systems 
representing  an  expenditure  of  $406,568.36.  A  list  of  these  certificates  is  given  in 
table  No.  2. 

The  city  of  Weyburn,  early  in  the  year,  completed  and  placed  in  operation 
a  new  sewage  disposal  plant,  designed  to  operate  under  the  activated  sludge  process. 

The  city  of  Moose  Jaw  made  certain  additions  to  the  sewage  disposal 
plant  by  installing  a  mechanically  cleaned  bar  screen,  detritor  and  a  Dorr  traction 
clarifier,  and  has  also  made  certain  replacements. 

The  operation  of  the  city  of  Regina’s  sewage  disposal  plant  and  the  condition 
of  Wascana  creek,  west  of  the  plant,  has  been  the  subject  of  certain  correspondence 
between  the  rural  municipality  of  Sherwood,  the  city  of  Regina  and  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Health.  The  rural  municipality  of  Sherwood  claimed  that  the  waters 
of  Wascana  creek,  west  of  the  city,  were  in  a  very  unsanitary  condition  and  re¬ 
quested  an  investigation  by  this  department.  An  investigation  was  accordingly 
made  by  the  engineers  of  the  department  and  a  report  submitted  to  the  Minister 
of  Public  Health  with  respect  to  the  operation  of  the  sewage  disposal  plant  and  the 
condition  of  the  Wascana  creek,  together  with  certain  recommendations. 

Inspections  of  five  municipal  sewage  disposal  plants  and  sewerage  systems 
were  made  during  the  year  and  a  complete  report  was  submitted  on  each  by  the 
inspecting  engineer. 

The  results  which  are  obtained  from  the  activated  sludge  installations  are 
very  satisfactory  and  the  department  is  receiving  the  co-operation  of  the  various 
municipalities  in  keeping  accurate  records  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  and  operat¬ 
ing  these  plants. 

Public  Buildings. 

The  officials  of  the  Division  of  Sanitation  have  made  a  number  of  inspections 
of  water  supplies  and  drainage  systems  installed  at  hospitals,  schools  and  other 
public  buildings  in  the  province. 

The  attention  of  the  authorities  of  these  institutions  has  been  directed  to  the 
instructions  issued  by  the  department  with  respect  to  certain  precautions  neces¬ 
sary  in  the  cleaning  out  of  septic  tanks  and  the  possible  danger  due  to  the  formation 
of  gases  in  the  tank. 
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In  the  month  of  October,  two  representatives  of  the  division  gave  expert 
evidence  at  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench  trial,  Estevan,  in  the  case  of  Cote  versus 
Lampman  Union  Hospital  Board. 

The  relatives  of  Cote  were  suing  the  hospital  board  for  damages  because  of 
the  death  about  a  year  previous  of  Cote  and  his  son  in  the  septic  tank  operated 
by  the  Lampman  Union  Hospital,  which  tank  they  were  cleaning  out  at  the  time 
of  the  accident. 

The  case  lasted  two  days  and  the  jury  returned  a  .verdict  for  the  defendant, 
holding  that  the  relationship  between  the  board  and  Cote  was  that  of  a  corporation 
and  an  independent  contractor  and  that  the  board  was  not  negligent  inasmuch 
as  they  had  no  knowledge  of  any  danger  and,  therefore,  could  not  communicate  such 
knowledge. 

Urban  and  Rural  Sanitation 

The  decentralization  system  of  inspections  in  the  province  has  now  been  in 
successful  operation  for  thirty  months. 

No  appointment  was  made  during  the  year  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
resignation  of  the  sanitary  officer  for  district  No.  7,  consequently,  this  district 
was  divided  into  two  sections  and  the  work  of  inspection  was  carried  on  by  the 
sanitary  officers  of  districts  Nos.  6  and  8. 

Due  to  the  economic  situation  existing  at  present,  neither  individuals  nor  muni¬ 
cipalities  have  the  money  to  spend  on  improvements.  It  has  therefore  been  difficult 
for  the  officers  of  the  Department  to  bring  about  the  progress  desired.  It  can  be 
recorded,  however,  that  there  has  been  no  backward  movement  with  respect  to 
sanitary  measures  in  the  province. 

The  system  of  scoring  all  towns  and  villages  has  been  continued  and  each 
municipality  has  been  advised  of  its  health  status  as  indicated  by  the  scores.  (See 
table  No.  3). 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  that  the  average  increase  in  the  past 
three  years  is  8.2  points,  which  is  very  encouraging.

During  the  year  778  general  municipal  inspections  were  made  and  274  re¬ 
inspections  were  also  carried  out. 

These  general  inspections  cover  water,  milk,  and  food  supplies,  summer 
resorts,  schools,  auto  tourist,  construction  and  lumber  camps,  plumbing  inspections, 
drainage  and  water  supplies  for  public  and  private  institutions,  approval  of  creamery 
and  cemetery  sites,  and  other  miscellaneous  inspections. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  district 
sanitary  officers  was  11,540.  A  summary  of  these  inspections  is  shown  in  table 
No.  4. 

Milk  Supplies. 

During  the  year  1,619  inspections  were  made  of  milk  supplies. 

Reports  have  been  submitted  on  the  dairy  premises  visited  and  whenever 
possible  sediment  tests  have  been  taken  on  the  ground  and  demonstrated  to  dairy¬ 
men. 

The  proposed  form  of  bylaw  for  the  licensing  of  vendors  of  milk  and  the 
tuberculin  testing  of  cows  is  still  receiving  the  support  of  rural  centres  of  popula¬ 
tion  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  143  municipalities  which  had  this  bylaw 
on  their  statute  books. 

Food  Supplies. 

Meat  stores,  slaughter  houses,  bakeries  and  other  places  where  food  is  stored 
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and  sold  to  the  public  have  been  closely  supervised.  The  total  number  of  in¬ 
spections  made  under  this  heading  for  the  year  is  1,491. 

Disposal  of  Wastes. 

Special  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  reconstruction  of  outside  closets 
in  the  rural  and  semi-urban  districts  with  a  view  to  the  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  typhoid  fever  from  this  source. 

The  form  of  bylaw  drafted  by  the  department  some  years  ago  in  an  effort  to 
standardize  the  construction  of  these  conveniences  and  to  make  them  fly-proof 
has  been  adopted  by  seventy-two  boards  of  health  in  the  province. 

The  collection  and  removal  of  household  refuse  at  frequent  and  regular  inter¬ 
vals  has  also  received  attention  and  boards  of  health  are  required  to  see  that  house¬ 
holders  provide  proper  containers  with  close  fitting  covers  into  which  all  garbage 
and  refuse  is  placed. 

Thirty  boards  of  health  have  adopted  a  form  of  bylaw,  drafted  by  the  depart¬ 
ment,  for  establishing  and  regulating  a  scavenging  system. 

Waste  disposal  grounds  are  receiving  attention  and  every  effort  is  made  to 
have  these  kept  in  a  sanitary  condition  at  all  times.  During  the  year  782  inspec¬ 
tions  were  made  of  these  grounds. 

Hotels ,  Boarding  Houses  and  Restaurants. 

The  reinspection  of  hotels,  boarding  houses  and  restaurants  has  been  con¬ 
tinued  during  the  year  and  a  total  of  1,557  inspections  has  been  made  of  these  prem¬ 
ises. 

The  reports  of  the  district  sanitary  officers  show  that  there  are  464  hotels  in 
the  province  and  that  twenty-five  were  not  being  operated  during  the  year  owing 
to  the  economic  situation. 

The  hotels  inspected  were  again  classified  to  indicate  their  approximate  stand¬ 
ing  and  the  following  is  a  summary  of  the  classifications  awarded  for  the  years 
1931  and  1932.

Very  few  complaints  have  been  received  from  the  travelling  public  regarding 
the  sanitary  condition  of  these  premises.  Any  suggestions  made  have  been  given 
immediate  attention,  and  in  each  case  the  action  taken  has  brought  about  the 
desired  improvement. 

Summer  Resorts,  Tourist  Camps  and  Fair  Grounds. 

Summer  resorts  were  inspected  early  in  the  season  and  frequently  throughout 
the  summer  months.  A  total  of  ninety-one  inspections  was  made  of  these  places 
during  the  year  and  a  complete  report  submitted  by  the  district  sanitary  officers 
following  each  inspection.  It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  improvements 
which  have  taken  place  at  these  resorts  during  the  past  few  years  are  being  main¬ 
tained. 

Inspections  of  seventy-five  tourist  camps  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and 
the  conditions  under  which  these  camps  were  being  operated  and  supervised  report¬ 
ed  on. 

The  sanitary  conditions  prevailing  at  the  majority  of  these  camps  were  found 
to  be  good. 

It  has  been  possible  this  year  to  have  the  sanitary  officers  visit  the  majority 
of  fair  grounds  on  the  actual  days  when  fairs  were  in  progress. 

Plumbing  Inspections. 

Eleven  plumbing  permits  were  issued  by  the  department  during  the  year, 
being  a  decrease  of  eighteen  over  the  previous  year.  Each  of  these  installations 
was  inspected  and  passed  upon  by  the  sanitary  officers.  In  some  cases  work  had 
to  be  altered  to  conform  with  the  Plumbing  and  Drainage  Regulations. 

A  total  of  forty-four  inspections  were  made  of  plumbing  and  drainage  systems 
during  the  year. 

Communicable  Disease. 

When  necessary,  investigations  were  made  into  the  causes  of  outbreaks  of 
communicable  disease,  and  during  the  year  sixty-two  cases  were  investigated  and 
a  report  submitted  by  the  sanitary  officer. 

The  cases  investigated  were  all  isolated.  There  was  no  epidemic  of  typhoid 
fever  during  the  year.  In  only  one  instance  could  the  source  of  infection  be  definite¬ 
ly  determined,  the  water  supply  taken  from  the  North  Saskatchewan  river  being 
found  to  be  the  source  of  infection  of  one  or  two  cases. 
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Vital  Statistics. 

During  the  year  the  majority  of  the  registrars  of  Vital  Statistics  in  towns  and 
villages  have  been  visited  and  an  investigation  made  into  the  manner  in  which 
these  officials  are  keeping  their  records  and  reporting  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Health. 

Special  investigations  have  been  undertaken,  especially  in  the  city  of  Prince 
Albert,  and  the  number  of  these  special  investigations  for  the  year  is  1,097. 

Ice  Permits. 

Ice  permits  were  issued  during  the  year  to  seventy-two  individuals  and  com¬ 
panies  and  inspections  were  made  of  a  number  of  the  ice  cutting  fields. 

Owing  to  the  dry  weather  experienced  in  the  past  three  years,  especially  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  province,  a  great  number  of  the  water  courses  and  large  sloughs 
which  in  the  past  made  ideal  ice  fields  are  dry  or  have  not  a  sufficient  depth  of  water 
to  make  ice  cutting  possible,  consequently  there  are  not  the  same  number  of  ice 
fields  operating  in  the  province. 

Wascana  creek  and  Wascana  lake,  in  the  city  of  Regina,  are  not  at  present 
considered  suitable  ice  fields  for  the  harvesting  of  ice  for  sale  to  the  public,  except 
as  wash  ice. 


Cemetery  Sites. 

Twenty-two  cemetery  sites  were  approved  upon  satisfactory  information 
being  submitted  regarding  the  topography  and  environment  of  the  site.  The 
cemeteries  in  question  are  located  as  follows:  Leoville,  Crystal  Springs,  High  Tor, 
Candiac,  Broadacres,  Maxim,  Rama,  Gronlid,  Ormiston,  Spiritwood,  Glaslyn, 
Glidden,  Ringleton  Fir,  Sand  Beach,  Hillandale,  Shellbrook,  Snowden,  Kinistino, 
Beacon  Hill,  Ruthilda,  Bethania — N.E.  corner  Section  6,  32,  24  w  2,  and  White  Fox. 


Special  Investigations. 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  division  for  the  year  1931,  reference  was  made  to 
an  investigation  undertaken  by  the  department  at  the  request  of  the  Royal  Com¬ 
mission  to  inquire  into  the  sanitary  conditions  under  which  the  workers  in  the 
Bienfait  mining  area  were  living. 

It  was  not  considered  advisable  at  the  time  to  record  the  result  of  this  investiga¬ 
tion  until  after  the  commission’s  report  had  been  presented. 

The  mining  areas  investigated  were  The  Shand,  Western  Dominion  Collieries, 
Crescent  Collieries,  M.  &  S.  Mine,  National  Mine,  Eastern  Colleries,  Village  of 
Bienfait  and  Bienfait  Mine.

A  further  investigation  was  made  by  the  district  sanitary  officer  in  the  month 
of  July  of  this  year,  when  it  was  found  that  several  improvements  had  taken  place 
with  respect  to  the  sanitary  condition  under  which  the  employees  of  the  minesVere 
living. 


Old  Age  Pensions  and  Mothers'  Allowances. 

Under  an  arrangement  made  between  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
the  Old  Age  Pensions  Branch  of  the  Bureau  of  Child  Protection,  the  sanitary  officer 
for  District  No.  8  has,  in  addition  to  his  other  work,  made  169  investigations  with 
respect  to  Old  Age  Pensions  and  Mothers’  Allowances  in  the  period  May  to  Decem¬ 
ber  inclusive. 

These  investigations  are  included  in  the  miscellaneous  inspections  shown  in 
table  No.  4,  District  No.  8,  and  a  total  number  of  sixty-four  days  has  been  spent 
on  the  work.

Sir: 

The  total  number  of  examinations  made  in  the  provincial  laboratory  during 
1932  showed  an  increase  of  five  hundred  and  six  over  those  made  in  1931.  There 
was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  Wassermann  tests  which  were  made,  and 
there  were  also  increases  in  the  number  of  throat  swabs,  Widal  tests,  and  sputum 
examinations.  There  was  also  a  marked  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  done  for 
the  Department  of  the  Attorney  General  (police  exhibits). 

While  the  report  for  1932  shows  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  examinations 
made  in  1931  in  the  communicable  diseases  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever,  and  tuber¬ 
culosis,  it  should  be  noted  that,  especially  in  the  case  of  throat  swabs  for  diphtheria, 
these  examinations  tend  to  become  less  and  less  as  the  years  go  on. 

The  number  of  examinations  made,  and  the  commercial  value  of  the  same 
compares  thus  with  those  made  in  1931 :

There  was  very  little  demand  for  poliomyelitis  serum  during  the  year,  and  in 
all  only  seven  doses  were  sent  out  during  the  twelve  months.  Owing  to  the  fact 
that  there  was  so  little  demand  there  was  no  necessity  to  add  to  the  stocks  of  serum 
which  were  already  on  hand. 

During  the  year  the  director  made  twenty  trips  out  of  the  city.  Seven  autopsies 
were  performed,  and  evidence  was  given  at  twelve  inquests,  preliminary  hearings, 
and  King’s  Bench  trials.  Trips  were  also  made  to  Prince  Albert  Jail,  North  Battle- 
ford  Jail,  and  Regina  Jail  for  the  purpose  of  taking  Wassermann  tests  in  special 
cases. 

The  analytical  chemist  made  thirty  trips  out  of  the  city  during  the  year,  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  evidence  in  trials  and  inquests  in  various  parts  of  the  province.

Maternity  Packages 

Continuing  the  policy  adopted  in  December,  1931,  of  providing  needy  expect¬ 
ant  mothers  with  layettes  suitable  for  newborn  infants  and  some  supplies  for 
themselves,  the  department  sent  out  3,284  maternity  packages  during  1932. 
Judging  from  the  number  of  applications  received,  and  also  from  replies  acknow¬ 
ledging  receipt  of  packages,  it  would  appear  that  this  service  is  filling  a  great  need 
in  the  rural  sections  of  the  province  and  especially  so  in  the  drought  stricken  areas. 
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Gravelbourg  Health  District 

The  Deputy  Minister,

Attached  is  the  Report  on  the  Gravelbourg  Health  District  for  the  months 
of  January  and  February  last.  Due  to  the  initial  decision  to  close  the  unit  at 
February  1st,  the  diphtheria  immunization  plans  had  to  be  discarded  as  it  would 
have  been  folly  to  have  given  only  one  dose  of  toxoid.  Smallpox  vaccinations  were 
continued,  and,  when  word  was  received  that  we  were  to  continue  at  Gravelbourg 
until  March  1st,  we  worked  out  a  scheme  of  anti-diphtheria  toxoid  immunizations 
so  as  to  give  three  doses  as  nearly  three  weeks  apart  as  was  possible  to  do. 

The  sanitary  inspector’s  activities  were  limited  on  account  of  his  poor  physical 
condition,  the  winter  season,  and  the  necessity  of  cutting  down  expenses.  The 
nurse  attended  most  of  the  immunization  clinics,  missing  only  those  carried  on 
during  the  time  of  her  holidays.

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Division  of  Public  Health  Nursing 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1932. 

The  report  of  routine  work  accomplished  by  this  division  for  the  year  1932 
shows  a  considerable  decrease  over  that  of  the  preceding  year.  This  is  explained 
by  two  facts.  First:  the  entire  time  of  three  public  health  nurses  and  the  part 
time  of  one  nurse  was  devoted  to  the  organization  of  treatment  centres  and  the 
giving  of  treatments  for  trachoma.  Second:  because  of  financial  conditions  in  the 
province  it  became  necessary  to  ask  each  member  of  the  staff  to  take  a  leave  of 
absence  period  of  from  three  to  four  months.  This  was  arranged  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  provide  a  small  staff  continually  on  duty  during  the  winter  months,  but  the 
amount  of  work  accomplished  was  necessarily  decreased.  A  complete  staff  was 
resumed  on  April  1st,  1932,  and  continued  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
Rural  work  during  the  summer  months  was  carried  on  as  usual,  and  shows  a  volume 
of  work  accomplished  equal  to  the  previous  year. 

A  summary  of  the  work  of  this  division  accompanies,  and  forms  a  part,  of  this 
report. 

Headquarters 

The  work  of  the  public  health  nurse  was  carried  on  from  the  following  head¬ 
quarters — Hague  (trachoma),  Swift  Current  (trachoma),  Kayville  (trachoma), 
Horizon  (trachoma),  Rabbit  Lake,  Wilkie,  Prince  Albert,  Wadena,  Central  Butte, 
Elrose,  Yorkton,  Cabri  and  Cumberland  House. 

School  Health  Work 

Health  inspection  of  pupils  was  carried  out  by  public  health  nurses  in  495 
schools.  Of  this  number  154  submitted  reports  of  physical  corrections  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  Eighteen  of  the  reports  received  showed  no  corrections  accomplished. 
The  remaining  136  reports  showed  very  good  results.  The  reports  of  29  rural 
schools  and  1  village  school  in  the  Yorkton  district  had  a  total  of  257  corrections, 
The  Elrose  district  was  second  in  the  list,  11  rural  and  5  village  schools  reporting  a 
total  of  247  corrections.  Corrections  for  the  most  part  are  for  dental  caries,  un¬ 
healthy  nose  and  throat,  defective  vision  and  hearing,  skin  eruptions  and  weights. 
The  number  of  corrections  reported  by  teachers  totalled  1001. 

Special  efforts  were  made  by  nurses  in  securing  treatment  for  cases  of  defect 
in  urgent  need  of  treatment,  with  the  following  results:  17  orthopedic  cases  treated 
by  the  Junior  Red  Cross  Society;  3  orthopedic  cases  treated  by  the  Shriners  Crippled 
Children’s  Fund;  21  children  fitted  with  glasses  by  the  Canadian  National  Institute 
for  the  Blind;  67  children  given  the  needed  treatment  through  rural  municipalities. 

A  beginning  was  made  in  the  organization  of  dental  clinics,  a  feature  which 
will  be  continued  in  1933.  Dentists  have  been  generous  in  giving  a  special  rate  for 
children,  and  local  organizations  have  given  financial  assistance  where  necessary. 
19  clinics  were  organized,  and  dental  work  completed  for  242  children. 

Health  teaching  in  schools  in  this  province  is  well  established.  The  public 
school  curriculum  requires  that  4  per  cent  of  the  school  time  be  given  to  health 
instruction.  Such  instruction  must  be  essentially  practical  if  it  is  to  actually 
function  in  the  daily  life  of  the  child  and  show  satisfactory  results  in  health.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  impress  upon  teachers,  parents  and  school  board  members  the 
value  in  terms  of  child  health,  of  such  health  education.  Of  the  154  school  reports 
received  119  indicate  special  efforts  in  this  work. 

School  sanitation  improvement  was  noted  in  62  of  the  reports  received. 

Office  Service  to  Schools 

The  following  material  for  the  assistance  of  teachers  in  schools  was  sent  out 
from  the  office  during  the  year — 

Pamphlets  on  communicable  disease — 434  schools  supplied. 

Plays,  posters,  stories,  rhymes,  etc.,  etc. — 450  schools  supplied. 

Miscellaneous  material  such  as  eye  test  charts,  diet  lists,  growth  record  charts, 
etc.— 277  schools  supplied. 

Library  books  loaned  (health  subjects)— 200  books. 

This  material  is  sent  only  upon  the  written  request  of  teachers.  For  the  col¬ 
lection  of  plays,  posters,  stories,  rhymes,  etc.,  a  small  charge  is  made,  covering 
mailing  costs.  Teachers  have  expressed  appreciation  of  the  value  of  this  service 
as  a  means  of  added  interest  in  health  work. 
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Normal  Schools 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Saskatchewan  Tuberculosis  League  all 
students  in  attendance  at  the  three  schools  were  given  a  complete  medical  exam¬ 
ination  by  doctors  from  the  Sanatoria. 

The  basis  of  all  school  health  work  is  the  health  instruction  given  to  teachers. 
This  was  effectively  carried  on  during  the  year  in  each  of  the  three  normal  schools 
by  nurses  working  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Education.  The  value 
of  this  health  work  for  student  teachers  is  recognized  and  appreciated  by  this 
department. 


Pre-Natal  Work 

Contact  with  expectant  mothers  has  been  continued  in  an  effort  to  urge  the 
importance  of  pre-natal  care;  234  home  calls  were  made  in  this  connection. 

Pre-natal  letters  were  sent  out  in  response  to  1,231  requests.  This  is  an  increase 
of  561  over  the  preceding  year,  and  is  the  greatest  number  which  has  ever  been 
sent  out  in  one  year,  a  fact  which  suggests  some  success  in  this  phase  of  health 
education. 

Maternity  packages  were  sent  to  ^§24  needy  mothers  during  the  year.  The 
contents  of  the  package  is  as  follows:  2  infant’s  gowns,  2  infant’s  vests,  2  bands, 
1  blanket,  9  diapers,  1  pair  wool  socks,  1  card  safety  pins,  1  cake  of  soap. 

A  bundle  included  in  each  package  contains  supplies  for  use  at  the  time  of 
confinement.  This  material  is  sterilized  as  required  at  the  Regina  General  Hospital. 

A  book  on  infant  care  is  sent  to  every  mother  who  requests  same,  a  card  for 
the  purpose  being  enclosed  in  each  package. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  maternity  package  contains  all  the  essentials  for  the 
care  of  the  mother  and  the  clothing  of  the  infant.  Articles,  while  plain,  are  well- 
made  and  durable. 

Infant  and  Pre-School  Work 

During  the  year  140  Weighing  Centres  or  Well  Baby  Centres  were  conducted 
with  a  total  attendance  of  1,504.  These  centres  were  held  in  rural  areas  for  the 
most  part,  with  a  few  in  villages  and  small  towns.  Community  halls,  schools  and 
private  homes  were  used  as  meeting  places.  They  were  held  once  each  month,  and 
a  talk  or  demonstration  by  the  nurse  or  a  doctor  on  infant  care  was  given  as  fre¬ 
quently  as  possible.  The  centres  are  sponsored  by  local  women’s  organizations, 
working  usually  through  a  health  committee  composed  of  representatives  of  the 
various  organizations.  These  committees  have  given  invaluable  assistance  to  the 
nurse  in  all  the  health  problems  of  the  community.  The  committee  in  the  village 
of  Eyebrow  is  deserving  of  special  mention  in  this  regard.  They  have  been  respon¬ 
sible  for  pre-school  examination  clinics,  for  dental  clinics  at  which  children  from 
both  the  village  and  adjacent  rural  schools  were  treated,  for  sewing  for  needy  fami¬ 
lies  and  for  providing  the  nurse  with  the  material  for  various  services  required  in 
the  community. 

Post-natal  letters,  compiled  in  an  excellent  book  on  the  care  of  the  child  during 
the  first  year  of  life,  have  been  supplied  for  distribution  by  this  division  through  the 
kindness  of  the  Canadian  Council  on  Child  and  Family  Welfare,  Ottawa.  These 
books  were  sent  out  free,  upon  request,  to  1,930  mothers  during  the  year.  They 
were  also  distributed  by  nurses  at  Weighing  Centres,  and  in  the  homes  in  their 
districts.  This  number  is  an  increase  of  1,474  over  the  preceding  year,  which  is  a 
record  for  this  service.  214  requests  for  miscellaneous  material  as  diet  lists,  infant 
feeding  pamphlets,  habit  training  pamphlets,  etc.,  etc.,  were  received  and  supplied. 

Pre-school  health  conferences  or  clinics  were  held  in  21  centres  when  536 
children  were  examined  by  medical  doctors. 

Trachoma 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  treatment  of  trachoma  was  continued  by 
public  health  nurses  in  the  same  areas  as  in  1931 — Hague,  Swift  Current  and 
Kayville.  A  fourth  area — Horizon,  was  added  in  late  March,  1932,  and  continued 
for  five  months.  In  each  area  treatment  centres  were  organized,  schools,  commun¬ 
ity  halls  or  private  homes  being  used  for  the  purpose.  All  cases  were  treated  each 
week.  Treatments  were  carried  on  throughout  the  winter  months,  the  muni¬ 
cipality  providing  transportation  for  the  nurse.  All  drugs  and  supplies  necessary 
were  provided  by  this  department. 

In  June,  1932,  Dr.  T.  D.  Kendrick,  D.P.H.,  began  a  survey  and  check-up  of 
all  cases  under  treatment.  This  check-up  by  the  doctor  was  repeated  in  September 
and  again  in  December.  A  considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  active  cases 
was  apparent  after  the  third  visit. 

In  August  a  public  health  nurse  accompanied  the  doctor  to  the  Mullingar  and 
Willson  Lake  districts  where  further  cases  of  the  disease  had  been  reported.  Medi- 
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cine  was  left  where  positive  cases  were  discovered,  and  the  method  of  treatment 
demonstrated  by  the  nurse. 

During  the  year  the  nurses  attended  1,851  treatment  centres,  and  gave  35,197 
treatments. 

Cumberland  House 

The  work  of  the  public  health  nurse  at  Cumberland  House  was  carried  on 
from  April  1st  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  year.  A  fairly  extensive  epidemic 
of  influenza  marked  the  winter  months.  Fortunately  no  deaths  occurred.  Six 
patients  were  sent  to  the  Sanatorium  at  Prince  Albert  during  the  year.  Sanitation 
conditions  are  slowly  improving,  particularly  in  the  homes  of  the  younger  adults 
of  the  population.  The  schools  at  Cumberland  House,  Budd’s  Point  and  Sturgeon 
Landing  were  visited  by  the  nurse  each  month  for  the  purpose  of  health  supervision 
and  teaching.  The  annual  report  of  the  nurse  records  666  home  visits  for  nursing 
care  and  health  instruction,  349  office  calls  and  attendance  at  13  births.  9  deaths 
occurred  in  the  district. 

As  there  is  no  medical  doctor  in  the  Cumberland  House  area  the  work  of  the 
nurse  is  largely  bedside  care,  treatment  in  minor  ailments  and  general  health 
supervision. 

Relief  Work 

It  would  be  difficult  to  entirely  separate  relief  work  from  the  activities  of  the 
public  health  nurse  at  any  time,  but  almost  impossible  in  years  of  financial  stress 
such  as  1932. 

During  the  winter  months,  assistance  with  clothing  relief  was  given  to  local 
organizations.  In  many  cases  the  nurse  investigated  the  cases,  listed  the  needs, 
assisted  in  collecting  clothing,  and  later  distributed  it.  In  addition  to  reporting 
cases  requiring  assistance  to  provincial  voluntary  organizations  as  the  Junior  Red 
Cross  Society,  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  etc.,  the  following  efforts 
are  reported  by  nurses:  securing  correction  of  defective  vision  through  local  organ¬ 
izations,  arranging  for  tonsil  operations  financed  by  local  organizations;  supplying 
cod  liver  oil  for  pre-school  and  school  age  children;  arranging  with  dentists  and  local 
organizations  for  dental  work  for  children;  assisting  in  organizing  local  women’s 
clubs  for  sewing  and  knitting  for  needy  cases,  and  later  distributing  the  maternity 
packages,  layettes,  pneumonia  jackets,  etc.,  which  were  made;  interesting  school 
girls  in  sewing  for  needy  cases,  baby  clothes  being  made  as  a  part  of  the  Junior 
Home  Nursing  Classes.  Forms  of  relief  work  varied  in  the  different  districts,  but 
each  nurse  gave  considerable  time  to  it  as  the  need  arose. 

Bedside  Care 

With  the  exception  of  Cumberland  House  which  is  considered  a  special  service, 
no  bedside  care  has  hitherto  been  carried  in  our  program,  which  has  always  been  of 
an  educational  nature  with  health  improvement  and  disease  prevention  as  objec¬ 
tives.  In  December  1932,  however,  bedside  care  was  introduced  when  a  nurse 
was  sent  to  the  north  eastern  section  of  the  province  with  headquarters  at  Pelly, 
to  serve  the  settlers  from  the  drought  areas  in  the  south,  now  located  at  Endeavor, 
Maloneck  and  Porcupine  Plain. 

These  districts  have  been  opened  recently,  are  remote  from  medical  and 
hospital  facilities,  and  roads  are  poor.  The  nurse  was  settled  in  Pelly  on  December 
12,  and  by  the  end  of  the  month  had  cared  for  two  maternity  cases  as  well  as  several 
cases  of  minor  illness.  The  service  in  this  area  will  be  continued,  at  least  during 
the  early  months  of  1933. 

I  should  like  to  express  the  thanks  and  appreciation  of  this  division  to  the 
medical  profession,  the  teachers  in  the  schools,  women’s  organizations,  and  all 
voluntary  aid  groups,  for  their  support  and  assistance  in  the  work  of  the  public 
health  nurse.

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Nokomis  Cottage  Hospital  with  15  beds  was  added  to  the  list  of  government 
aided  hospitals  on  November  1,  1932.  Pasteur  Hospital  at  Willow  Bunch  was  re¬ 
opened  during  the  year,  while  St.  Francis  Hospital  at  Scott  was  discontinued  on 
May  31,  1932,  and  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital  at  Prelate  was  temporarily  closed  on 
April  25,  1932.  This  means  that  including  the  three  sanatoria  there  were  66  govern¬ 
ment  aided  hospitals  in  operation  in  1932,  but  only  64  were  open  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Including  11  Red  Cross  outposts  there  were  3,967  hospital  beds  in  1932. 
This  includes  850  beds  for  T.  B.  and  288  beds  for  isolation  purposes.  There  were 
20  union  hospitals  as  in  1931.

With  a  population  of  933,000  in  1932  we  had  one  hospital  bed  for  every  235.2 
of  our  people,  or  4.3  beds  per  1,000  population. 

The  general  hospitals  showed  a  decrease  of  3,743  patients  and  23,827  hospital 
days  from  1931.  The  sanatoria  had  an  increase  of  233  patients  and  a  decrease  of 
9,477  hospital  days  as  compared  with  1931.  This  makes  a  total  decrease  for  all 
hospitals  of  3,510  patients  and  33,304  hospital  days  as  compared  with  1931.  This 
is  the  first  decrease  shown  in  hospital  days  for  the  sanatoria  and  peak  was  reached 
in  1931. 

The  number  of  patients  cared  for  in  all  the  hospitals  in  1932  was  55,249  and  the 
number  of  hospital  days  was  919,166. 
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One  person  in  16.9  or  5.9  per  cent  of  our  population  had  hospital  treatment 
in  1932,  and  every  day  an  average  of  151  patients  was  admitted  to  our  hospitals. 
Each  patient  remained  in  hospital  for  an  average  of  13  days  (excluding  sanatoria). 
The  average  day’s  stay  in  union  hospitals  was  12.  Every  day  in  1932  there  was  an 
average  of  2,511.4  patients  in  our  hospitals.  This  is  a  decrease  of  98.1  from  the 
1931  daily  average.  Each  bed  accommodated  for  the  year  an  average  of  13.9 
patients,  and  an  average  of  63.3  per  cent  of  the  bed  capacity  was  occupied  daily. 

The  three  sanatoria,  Fort  Qu’Appelle,  Prince  Albert  and  Saskatoon,  cared  for 
2,164  tuberculous  patients,  1,837  being  pulmonary  and  327  being  other  forms  of  the 
disease.  Of  these,  466  were  treated  for  at  least  part  of  the  time  in  other  hospitals. 

There  were  fifteen  training  schools  for  nurses  in  1932.  From  these  176  nurses 
graduated  during  the  year,  and  549  pupil  nurses  were  in  training;  430  graduate 
nurses  were  employed  in  all  the  hospitals.  Six  of  the  hospitals  had  affiliation 
with  other  hospitals  for  the  training  of  their  pupil  nurses. 

Ten  hospitals  employed  a  full  time  dietitian  and  four  had  a  dietitian  for  a 
part  of  the  year. 

In  thirty  hospitals  pasteurized  milk  only  is  being  used.  In  some  of  the  other 
hospitals  this  is  not  available. 

Twenty-one  hospitals  have  some  kind  of  liability  insurance.  Fifty-three 
hospitals  do  the  laundry  in  the  institutions  and  13  send  it  out.  Hospital  internes 
are  employed  in  eight  hospitals. 

In  1932,  5,876  maternity  cases  were  cared  for  in  the  hospitals  as  compared 
with  6,518  cases  in  1931.  This  is  a  decrease  of  642  from  1931.  In  the  same  period 
the  living  births  for  the  whole  province  decreased  by  562.  Maternity  cases  com¬ 
prised  10.6%  of  the  total  admissions.  Of  the  maternity  cases  treated  in  hospital 
1,442  cases  were  cared  for  in  the  20  union  hospitals,  which  means  that  24.5  per  cent 
of  the  total  maternity  cases  were  cared  for  in  the  union  hospitals,  although  the 
union  hospitals  had  only  12.2  per  cent  of  the  total  bed  capacity.  Maternity  cases 
comprised  13.4  per  cent  of  the  10,750  patients  admitted  to  the  union  hospitals 
and  33  per  cent  of  the  cases  were  operative. 

With  5,648  living  births  in  the  hospitals  there  were  27  maternal  deaths. 
This  is  a  maternal  death  rate  of  4.8  per  1,000  living  births,  as  compared  with  a  gen¬ 
eral  maternal  death  rate  of  4.9  for  the  whole  province.  The  total  number  of  living 
births  in  Saskatchewan  in  1932  was  20,769,  so  that  one  in  every  3.7  or  27.2  per 
cent  of  the  total  births  took  place  in  a  government  aided  hospital. 

In  all  hospitals  19,984  cases  or  36.2  per  cent  of  the  total  cases  were  operative. 
15,192  anaesthetics  were  administered  and  one  death  resulted  from  these.  127 
autopsies  were  performed,  and  20  medical,  42  surgical  and  6  obstetrical  infections 
developed  in  the  hospitals. 

In  1932,  427  cases  of  communicable  disease  other  than  tuberculosis  were 
treated  in  the  isolation  hospitals.  Of  the  other  cases  241  were  goitre,  697  were 
cancer  and  254  cases  of  venereal  disease  were  treated. 

The  number  of  laboratory  examinations  made  in  1932  was  114,764,  an  increase 
of  9,319  or  8.8  per  cent  over  1931. 

There  were  24,899  X-ray  examinations  made  in  1932,  a  decrease  of  10,380  from 
1931. 

In  1932  there  were  5,573  Wassermann  blood  tests  made  on  hospital  patients, 
an  increase  of  592  over  1931.  This  means  that  Wassermann  tests  are  made  on 
10.1  per  cent  of  the  patients  admitted. 

The  death  rate  in  our  hospitals  was  3.6  per  cent  of  the  total  admissions  as 
compared  with  3.3  per  cent  for  the  two  previous  years. 

The  value  of  buildings  including  equipment  at  the  end  of  1932  was  $9,566,207.26, 
being  a  decrease  of  $81,012.29  from  1931.  Only  one  hospital  was  added  to  the  list 
in  1932  and  the  value  of  the  building  and  equipment  of  this  hospital  was  less  than 
the  auditors’  estimate  of  depreciation  of  buildings  and  equipment  of  the  other 
hospitals. 

The  earnings  of  all  hospitals  amounted  to  $3,030,705.03  of  which  $2,116,183.73 
were  patients’  fees  and  $594,536.00  was  paid  by  the  Provincial  Government  in  the 
form  of  hospital  grants.  The  Provincial  Government  paid  grants  at  the  rate  of 
$1,624.41  per  day,  which  is  equivalent  to  $10.76  for  each  patient  admitted  in  1932. 
In  the  case  of  the  sanatoria  the  Government  grant  amounted  to  $283,904.00  and 
was  equivalent  to  $52.20  for  each  patient  admitted. 

As  mentioned  in  the  1931  report  The  Saskatchewan  Relief  Commission  agreed 
to  pay  a  grant  to  the  hospitals  on  account  of  patients  who  reside  in  the  relief  area. 
This  grant  was  for  the  period  November  16,  1931,  to  April  15,  1932,  both  dates  in¬ 
clusive.  The  amount  of  the  grant  was  50c  per  patient  per  day  for  those  patients 
coming  from  “A”  area  and  25c  per  patient  per  day  for  those  from  “B”  and  “C” 
areas.  Later  it  was  decided  to  pay  a  grant  of  25c  per  patient  day  on  account  of 
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the  patients  from  “A”  area  for  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August.  The  relief 
grant  earned  by  hospitals  in  1932  amounted  to  $31,846.00. 

The  total  operating  expenditure  was  $2,454,610.14.  Fixed  charges  were 
$265,545.78  and  capital  expenditure  was  $22,439.98. 

The  average  cost  per  patient  per  day  for  all  hospitals  was  $2.67  as  compared 
with  $2.96  in  1931.  This  was  the  lowest  cost  per  patient  per  day  since  1918.  In 
the  union  hospitals  the  cost  per  patient  per  day  was  $2.53  as  compared  with  $2.65  in 
1931.  The  highest  operating  cost  was  Rouleau  where  the  cost  was  $6.37  per  day. 
Willow  Bunch  was  second  with  $6.21  per  day.  Four  hospitals  were  below  $2.00  per 
day,  viz.,  Biggar  $1.97,  Wadena  $1.92,  Wakaw  $1.80  and  Tisdale  $1.55. 

The  operating  cost  per  patient  per  day  for  the  three  sanatoria  was  $2.55  and 
for  the  other  hospitals,  omitting  the  sanatoria,  $2.81. 

The  average  cost  per  bed  per  day  for  maintenance  was  $1.69. 

The  average  cost  of  laundry  per  bed  for  the  51  hospitals  reporting  laundry 
costs  was  $22.10. 

The  secretary  treasurer  is  bonded  in  thirty  hospitals.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Battle¬ 
ford  Mental  Hospital,  for  the  year  ending  April  30th,  1933. 

In  my  two  previous  reports  I  have  pointed  out  to  you  our  urgent  need  of  a  new 
infirmary  unit,  a  reception  unit,  and  a  unit  for  the  chronic  women  patients,  and  I 
should  like  to  reiterate  that  urgent  need. 

I  trust  that  in  the  near  future  the  Government  will  see  its  way  clear  to  erect  the 
buildings  that  are  so  necessary  for  the  proper  care  and  treatment  of  the  patients  in 
this  hospital. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  general  physical  health  of  the  patient 
population  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

We  held  our  Annual  Field  Day  on  the  farm  on  June  21st,  and  about  300  people 
were  present,  and  listened  very  attentively,  and  very  appreciatively,  to  the  different 
speakers.  In  order  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  community,  in  pure  bred  stock, 
judging  competitions  were  arranged,  and  two  Holstein  heifers  and  four  Yorkshire 
spring  gilts  were  awarded  to  the  best  judges  of  stock. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  to 
the  members  of  the  hospital  staff  for  their  willing  and  co-operative  service  during 
the  year.  I  should  like,  particularly,  to  mention  the  nurses  and  attendants  in  this 
respect,  and  to  thank  them  for  the  way  they  have  worked  for  the  well-being  of  the 
patients  under  very  trying  conditions.

Dear  Sir: 

Herewith  is  respectfully  submitted  for  your  consideration  the  twelfth  annual 
report  of  the  Mental  Hospital,  Weyburn,  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1933. 

Our  report  for  the  financial  year  ending  April  30th,  1932,  showed  a  male  popu¬ 
lation  of  868,  female  468,  or  a  total  of  1354  patients  remaining  on  our  books.  Our 
report  for  this  year  shows  a  total  of  915  male  patients,  501  female  patients,  or  a 
total  of  1416  patients  on  our  register  as  at  April  30,  1933.  This  is  a  net  gain  of  62 
patients  for  the  year.  In  this  is  included  an  increase  of  twelve  mental  defectives 
or  a  net  increase  of  fifty  mentally  diseased  for  the  year. 

In  the  past  two  or  three  years  the  average  stay  in  the  hospital  of  our  parole 
cases  has  been  lengthened  to  some  extent  because  relatives  have  not  always  been 
able  to  take  the  patient  home,  or  perhaps  had  no  work  for  the  patient  if  taken 
home,  and  in  the  case  of  patients  who  have  no  near  relatives  we  have  at  times 
hesitated  to  turn  them  loose  on  recovery,  realizing  that  parole  without  the  prospect 
of  employment  would  probably  be  detrimental  and  result  in  their  early  return  to 
the  institution. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  been  free  from  epidemics  of  any  kind,  and  the 
health  of  both  patients  and  staff  has  been,  I  think,  better  than  average. 

The  work  of  the  institution  as  a  whole  has  progressed  fairly  satisfactorily  in  the 
face  of  numerous  discouraging  circumstances  arising  from  present  conditions,  and 
this  has  been  due  to  the  splendid  co-operation  of  the  whole  staff.

Report  of  Director  of  the  Psychopathic  Ward 


Dr.  F.  C.  Middleton, 

Deputy  Minister  of  Public  Health. 


Sir: 

I  beg  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  psychopathic  ward  for  the  calendar  year  1932. 
In  preparing  this  report  a  number  of  schedules,  which  deal  more  intimately  with 
some  of  the  conditions,  have  been  made,  and  are  submitted  herein. 

During  this  year  we  have  given  6,366  hospital  days  of  treatment  to  patients. 
On  January  1st,  1932,  there  were  thirteen  patients  in  the  ward,  and  from  then  on  to 
December  31st,  1932,  two  hundred  and  two  further  admissions  were  made,  making 
a  total  of  two  hundred  and  fifteen  cases  for  the  year. 

Disposition  of  Patients 

One  hundred  and  fifty-five  returned  to  their  homes  from  the  hospital.  Of 
this  number,  one  hundred  and  nineteen  were  definitely  improved  and  able  to  go 
back  to  their  normal  life,  and  have  remained  there.  Another  group,  consisting  of 
twenty-one  of  these  people,  were  only  placed  in  the  hospital  for  a  few  days  for  the 
purpose  of  observation  and  diagnosis.  In  quite  a  number  of  these  it  was  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  there  was  any  psychosis  present.  Another  group  of  fifteen  returned 
to  their  homes,  but  against  the  advice  of  the  director  of  the  ward.  These  were 
cases  who  were  not,  in  my  opinion,  well  enough  to  leave  the  hospital  at  the  time, 
but  they  were  not  in  a  dangerous  condition  to  have  their  liberty.  Out  of  these,  one 
hundred  and  fifty-five  patients  who  returned  to  their  homes,  we  know  that  there 
were  seven  who  later  had  to  be  committed  to  a  mental  hospital. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  there  were  twenty-five  patients  who  had  to  be  com¬ 
mitted  direct  from  the  psychopathic  ward  to  a  mental  hospital.  We  felt  that  it 
would  be  of  no  benefit  to  continue  to  treat  them  here,  owing  to  the  nature  of  the 
psychosis  from  which  they  suffered.  Fourteen  of  these  were  sent  here  by  their 
doctor  or  friends  for  the  express  purpose  of  having  them  committed  to  the  mental 
hospital,  as  they  realized  that  a  short  period  of  treatment  would  not  accomplish 
the  desired  result. 

Two  of  our  patients  were  discharged  from  here  to  go  to  the  Home  for  Infirm 
at  Wolseley,  as  they  had  suffered  from  some  incurable  disease  and  would  not  be 
able  to  get  on  in  their  homes.  Seven  others  were  transferred  to  various  parts  of 
the  general  hospital  for  further  treatment  for  some  physical  disability.

During  the  year  eight  deaths  occurred.  A  schedule,  showing  the  cause  of  death 
or  post  mortem  findings  in  each  case,  is  submitted. 

On  December  31st,  1932,  there  were  eighteen  patients  still  in  the  hospital.

Re-admissions 

Under  this  heading  we  have  included  any  patients  who  had  previously  under¬ 
gone  treatment  in  this  ward.  There  were  thirty-six  re-admissions  during  the  year. 
Of  this  number  twenty  were  patients  who  were  re-admitted  once,  although  they 
had  not  all  been  previously  treated  during  1932,  but  in  many  cases  they  had  been 
here  in  our  first  year  of  operation.  The  other  sixteen  re-admissions  covered  some 
six  patients. 

Length  of  Stay 

With  regard  to  the  average  length  of  stay  of  the  two  hundred  and  fifteen  cases 
who  have  accounted  for  the  6,366  hospital  days,  this  would  work  out  to  be  29.6 
days  per  patient. 

Sex 

There  seems  to  be  no  preponderance  of  either  sex  in  these  cases.  As  in  the 
previous  year,  they  are  about  equally  divided.  In  the  past  year  we  admitted  ninety 
female  patients  and  one  hundred  and  twelve  male  patients. 


Age 

An  analysis  of  the  ages  of  patients  shows  the  general  groups  to  be  very  similar 
to  those  of  the  first  eighteen  months  of  our  operation.  The  ages  would  seem  to  fall 
into  the  following  groups: 


(a)  1  -15:  In  this  we  had  only  six  patients,  the  youngest  being  six  years  of  age. 

These  were  not  patients  who  exhibited  any  form  of  insanity,  but  were 
mental  defectives  who  were  admitted  usually  for  the  purpose  of 
diagnosis  or  grading. 

(b)  16-35:  In  this  group  there  were  some  seventy-seven  patients.  This  is  always 

a  large  group  as  it  includes  the  two  very  prevalent  conditions,  namely, 
psychoneurosis  and  dementia  praecox. 


(c)  36-55:  This  would  seem  to  be  the  largest  group,  as  it  includes  a  number  of 

the  previous  types  of  cases,  namely,  psychoneurosis,  manic  depressive, 
and  involutional  cases.  In  this  group  there  were  ninety-seven  cases, 
which  is  almost  half  of  the  total  number  of  admissions. 


(d)  56-on:  This  group  is  always  small  in  number  as  it  contains  the  senile  cases 

and  the  more  chronic.  We  have  few  of  those  cases  here  at  any  time. 
There  were  in  this  group  some  twenty-two  patients,  the  oldest  being 
eighty-eight.

Types  of  Mental  Disturbances 

Under  this  heading  we  have  followed  the  classification  as  recommended  by  the 
National  Committee  for  Mental  Hygiene.  Below  is  given  a  schedule  of  the  various 
twenty-two  classifications,  with  the  number  of  cases  in  each.  Again  it  is  to  be 
noted  that  the  manic-depressive  psychoses  are  high,  as  are  also  the  psychoneuroses 
and  dementia  praecox.  These  are  always  high  classes. 

Another  matter  which  does  not  show  in  this  classification,  but  was  evident 
throughout  the  year,  was  the  number  of  cases  in  which  there  was  psychosis  accom¬ 
panied  by  some  form  of  organic  disease  of  the  nervous  system.  This  only  became 
evident  on  a  complete  examination  of  both  the  nervous  system  and  the  mental 
condition.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  in  classes  four,  five,  seven  and  eight,  which  are 
forms  of  psychosis  usually  organic  in  origin,  there  were  twenty-five  cases.  When 
one  adds  to  these,  class  twelve,  psychosis  with  other  somatic  diseases,  it  brings  the 
total  number  up  to  thirty-eight,  which  is  almost  20  per  cent  of  the  total  admissions. 
In  many  of  these,  if  not  all,  the  cause  of  the  psychosis  was  largely  due  to  the  organic 
condition  that  existed. 

In  reviewing  the  types  of  cases  in  this  year  and  the  previous  year’s  work,  it 
is  to  be  noted  that  over  forty  admissions  were  cases  in  which  neurosyphilis  was  the 
cause  of  their  mental  and  nervous  condition.  In  practically  all  of  these  the  condition 
had  been  treated  previously,  and  in  many  it  was  considered  to  be  cured.  The 
treatment  in  most  cases  was  ample  and  of  the  approved  type,  but  there  had  been 
no  reduction,  or  at  least  not  a  complete  reduction  to  negative,  in  the  Wassermann 
reaction.  The  paresis  or  other  forms  of  neurosyphilis  had  developed  at  about  the 
usual  time  following  the  primary  infection,  so  that  one  can  only  conclude  that  the 
intravenous  method  of  treatment  is  not  sufficient  to  check  syphilis  which  has  in¬ 
fected  the  nervous  system. 

Many  of  these  cases  had  been  showing  symptoms  for  some  considerable  time 
and  some  were  well  developed  when  they  arrived  here.  The  conclusion  which  one 
might  draw  from  this  condition  is  that  our  present  methods  of  treating  syphilis 
are  not  sufficient  to  eradicate  its  effects  when  it  has  attacked  the  nervous  system, 
but  this  is  not  generally  recognized.  In  many  of  these  cases  it  had  been  shown  by 
repeated  Wassermann  reactions  that  they  were  what  is  ordinarily  termed  the 
“Wassermann  fast”  type.  It  would  seem  to  be  advisable,  in  cases  which  have  proved 
themselves  to  be  of  this  type,  to  stop  the  usual  treatment  and  turn  to  the  malaria 
and  tryparsamide  method,  if  there  is  to  be  any  success.  There  should  at  least  be 
further  examination  to  determine  to  what  extent  the  infection  has  invaded  the 
nervous  system.  This  could  be  done  by  doing  a  spinal  puncture  and  examining 
the  fluid  by  the  various  tests  which  are  now  available  to  determine  this.

Under  our  agreement  this  difference  has  to  be  made  up  by  your  department 
at  the  time,  but  there  is  still  outstanding  a  very  considerable  amount  of  unpaid 
accounts,  which  will  at  least  be  paid  in  part.  While  there  has  been  some  slight 
increase  in  collections  from  patients,  this  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  work  done  and 
the  charges  made.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  in  1932  the  total  amount  of  charges  to 
patients  was  $20,421.00  as  compared  with  a  total  of  $17,720.50  in  1931. 

During  the  year  we  have  increased  our  bed  space  by  four,  and  have  added 
one  other  living  room.  This  has  been  quite  a  marked  improvement  to  our  accommo¬ 
dation,  and  at  times  it  has  assisted  materially  in  meeting  the  demand  for  space. 
One  cannot  anticipate  what  demand  there  will  be,  but  during  the  past  year  we  have 
been  fortunate  in  being  able  at  all  times  to  supply  accommodation  for  patients  as 
required.  It  would  seem  at  the  present  that  our  bed  space  is  sufficient  for  our  needs.

Interim  Report  of  The  Saskatchewan  Cancer 

Commission 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1932

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  an  interim  report  of  the  activities  of  the 
commission  during  the  year  1932. 

As  indicated  in  my  report  of  February  1st,  1932,  published  in  the  report  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health,  the  consultative  diagnostic  and  treatment  clinics 
were  opened  at  Regina  and  Saskatoon,  and  have  been  in  continuous  operation 
throughout  the  year. 

The  emanation  plant  at  the  University  of  Saskatchewan,  completed  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1931,  has  functioned  very  satisfactorily  during  this  period. 

From  the  commencement  of  actual  operation,  the  services  of  the  clinics  have 
been  in  constant  and  increasing  demand,  and  the  various  staffs  have  met  the  pres¬ 
sure  in  a  highly  efficient  and  laudatory  manner. 

Five  hundred  cases  were  admitted  to  both  clinics  during  the  period,  only 
seventeen  of  whom,  for  various  reasons,  remained  undiagnosed  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Most  of  these  had  been  admitted  but  a  short  time  before  the  year  closed. 

The  five  hundred  cases,  of  whom  Regina  had  300  cases  and  Saskatoon  200, 
divide  into  the  following  classifications: — 


Cancer . 343 

Pre-cancer .  35 

Not  malignant . , . 105 

Undiagnosed .  17 


The  great  proportion  of  all  living  cases  are  being  kept  in  close  touch  with  the 
commission  by  means  of  follow-up  system. 

Action  has  now  been  taken  to  have  all  known  cases  of  cancer  in  Saskatchewan 
reported  to  the  commission  by  private  practitioners  and  hospitals.  Forms  have 
been  provided,  which  are  allowed  free  mailing  privileges,  and  require  all  hospitals 
to  report  admitted  cases  monthly,  and  the  physicians  to  report  forthwith.  This  is 
in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Saskatchewan  to  that  effect. 

The  complete  report  of  the  commission  for  the  year,  containing  detailed  dis¬ 
cussion  and  statistical  tables  dealing  with  the  whole  admissions  during  1932,  is 
published  separately  and  may  be  obtained  upon  application  to  the  commission’s 
offices  in  the  Legislative  Buildings,  Regina.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Vital  Statistics  Division  for  the 
year  1932. 

The  total  number  of  registrations  were  34,485,  a  decrease  of  1,200  compared 
with  1931.  The  largest  single  item  of  decrease  was  registration  by  authority,  which 
numbered  744,  a  decrease  of  677.  This  is  an  encouraging  feature,  as  it  shows  that 
the  registration  of  births  is  gradually  becoming  more  complete. 

The  tables  and  diagrams  have  been  arranged  in  the  usual  order:  Dominion, 
Population,  Births,  Marriages,  Divorces,  Deaths,  Indian  Statistics,  and  General 
Tables. 

The  tables,  giving  the  temperature,  precipitation  and  hours  of  sunshine  have 
been  arranged  according  to  the  eight  health  districts  into  which  the  province  has 
been  divided,  and  three  points  in  each  district  have  been  selected  as  representative 
of  these  conditions  in  each  district. 

As  usual  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  has  been  supplied  with  transcripts 
of  all  birth,  marriage,  and  death  records  from  which  the  report  for  this  province 
is  prepared  for  the  Dominion  Report  on  Vital  Statistics. 

Most  of  the  tables  in  this  report  have  been  prepared  by  the  Demography 
Branch  of  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  and  are  the  same  as  the  tables  in  the 
Dominion  Report  for  this  province.  The  courtesy  thus  extended  is  much  appre¬ 
ciated,  as  thereby  very  much  work  by  this  division  is  avoided. 

The  ill  defined  causes  of  death  numbered  69 ;  this  is  an  increase  of  9  over  the 
previous  year.  As  has  been  emphasized  nearly  every  year  such  definitions  are  of 
no  value  for  statistical  purposes,  and  should  not  be  used  by  physicians.  A  copy  of 
the  International  Classification  has  been  supplied  to  each  physician  in  the  pro¬ 
vince,  and  if  physicians  will  study  the  list  of  “undesirable  terms”  they  will  be  able 
to  avoid  the  use  of  terms  that  are  useless  when  diagnosing  the  cause  of  death. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Health  Department  of  the  League  of  Nations  this 
division  has  been  supplied  with  the  latest  reports  in  world-wide  birth,  marriage, 
and  death  statistics.  Comparisons  of  these  figures  with  those  for  this  province 
will  be  referred  to  in  several  sections  of  this  report.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
in  only  two  countries  is  the  natural  rate  of  increase  higher  than  in  this  province, 
which  is  16.0  per  1000  of  the  population.  The  two  countries  are  Hawaii,  with  a 
rate  of  17.3,  and  Ceylon,  with  a  rate  of  16.5. 

The  following  European  countries  have  higher  birth  rates  than  this  province: 
Greece,  Hungary,  Italy,  Lithuania,  Poland,  Roumania,  and  Spain,  but  all  the 
Nordic  countries  of  Europe  have  much  lower  birth  rates  than  this  province. 

From  the  reports  it  is  quite  evident  that  the  health  of  the  province,  notwith¬ 
standing  depression,  continues  to  improve;  the  general  death  rate  is  lower  than  in 
1931,  and  some  of  the  most  fatal  diseases  show  marked  decreases,  especially 
tuberculosis,  cancer,  and  pneumonia. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  Indiana  Health  Bulletin  are  very  timely: 

“Most  fortunately  it  is  possible  to  live  on  a  high  health  plane  at  very  little 
expense. 

“Sunlight  and  fresh  air  can  be  had  by  merely  getting  out  into  the  open. 

“It  costs  nothing  at  all  to  open  the  bedroom  windows. 

“Exercise  can  be  had  by  every  one,  walking  to  work  is  good  exercise  and  saves 
dimes. 

“Sleep  is  cheaper  than  ‘Whoopee.’ 

“Water  and  milk  cost  less  than  beer. 

“The  simple  staple  foods  are  best  and  are  cheaper  now  than  ever  before. 

“It  costs  less  to  play  games  than  it  does  to  pay  to  see  games. 

“A  mixture  of  salt  and  soda  in  equal  parts  is  better  for  the  teeth  than  the  ex¬ 
pensive  tooth  pastes  which  are  on  the  market. 

“Children  need  more  than  anything  else,  probably,  their  parents  at  home  in 
the  evening.” 

Our  statistics  reveal  that  much  education  is  contained  in  these  simple  but  fund¬ 
amental  principles  for  maintaining  good  health,  and  simple  life  is  the  most  profitable.

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Dominion  Tables 

Table  1  gives  the  increase  in  population  by  each  province  for  the  ten-year 
period  ending  June  30,  1931.  Nova  Scotia  is  the  only  province  in  the  Dominion 
that  showed  a  decrease.  Alberta  had  the  highest,  and  Saskatchewan  the  second 
highest  increase. 

Each  year  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  gives  an  estimate  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  by  provinces.  These  figures  are  given  in  Table  II.  According  to  the  same 
Saskatchewan  increased  by  12,000.  As  the  natural  increase  in  the  province  in  1932 
was  14,770,  this  means  that  Saskatchewan  decreased  in  population  during  that  year 
by  emigration. 

The  birth  rate  throughout  the  Dominion  still  continues  to  decrease,  only  one 
province,  viz.,  New  Brunswick,  reported  an  increase  in  the  birth  rate.  The  decrease 
in  Saskatchewan  was  .8. 

The  decreasing  birth  rate  is  not  confined  to  Canada,  but  is  world  wide,  espec¬ 
ially  among  the  Caucasian  races.  In  the  United  States  only  eight  states  reported  a 
slight  increase.  In  England  and  Wales  the  birth  rate  is  getting  dangerously  close 
to  the  death  rate.  This  is  becoming  a  problem  for  western  civilization  to  make  a 
serious  effort  to  solve. 

The  marriage  rate  also  continues  to  decrease.  Should  the  decreasing  birth  and 
marriage  rates  be  attributed  to  the  period  of  economic  depression  through  which 
the  world  is  passing? 

The  decrease  in  the  death  rate  is  one  of  the  surprises  of  the  present  time. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  industrial,  agricultural  and  financial  depressed 
condition  prevailed  in  1932,  the  death  rate  decreased  in  the  Dominion.  Four  of 
the  provinces  showed  slight  increases.  This  province  still  continues  to  have  the 
lowest  death  rate  in  the  Dominion  and  in  any  country  in  the  world.  New  Zealand 
has  been  considered  the  healthiest  country  in  the  world,  yet  the  death  rate  for 
that  Dominion  was  8.3  when  Saskatchewan  was  6.5. 

This  province  has  the  lowest  death  rate  in  the  Dominion  for  the  following 
diseases:  Tuberculosis,  Cancer,  Heart  Diseases,  Pneumonia  and  Nephritis. 

In  violent  deaths  this  province  has  the  lowest  death  rate,  and,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  the  low'est  death  rate  in  the  Dominion  for  automobile 
accidents. 

In  1931  the  rate  for  Maternal  Mortality  was  the  lowest  in  this  province,  but 
for  1932  the  rate  has  increased,  and  the  position  of  Saskatchewan  is  fourth  lowest 
in  the  Dominion. 

The  Infant  Mortality  and  Diseases  of  Early  Infancy  still  show  that  the  pro¬ 
vince  has  a  high  rate,  the  former  being  fifth,  and  the  latter  fourth  highest.

52.6.

Births 

The  living  births  registered  in  1932  numbered  20,814,  a  decrease  of  517  com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  year.  This  is  2.4  per  cent.  The  decrease  in  1931  was  3.3 
per  cent.  The  birth  rate  for  the  province  is  22.3  per  1000  population,  or  a  decrease 
of  .8.  Diagram  II  shows  how  the  trend  of  the  curve  is  descending. 

The  natural  increase  for  the  last  year  was  14,770  as  compared  with  15,265  for 
1931.  The  natural  increase  rate  per  1000  of  the  population  was  sixteen. 

The  urban  birth  rate  for  the  year  shows  a  larger  decrease  than  the  rural  rate. 
The  decrease  for  the  latter  was  .2  while  the  former  was  3.2.  The  rural  births  were 
73.6  per  cent  of  the  total  births  as  compared  with  81.5  in  1931.  This  is  a  decrease 
of  7.9  per  cent. 

Table  XXI  shows  that  the  towns  had  the  lowest  birth  rate,  and  the  rural 
municipalities  the  highest  rate.  Among  the  cities  Prince  Albert  had  the  highest 
birth  rate,  and  Weyburn  the  lowest.  In  the  towns  with  a  population  of  1000  and 
over  Tisdale  had  the  highest  rate,  viz.,  27.7,  and  Wynyard  the  lowest,  viz.,  8.5. 

The  number  of  births  attended  by  physicians  is  the  lowest  since  1927,  the  per¬ 
centage  being  70.1. 

Illegitimate  births  are  still  increasing — the  rate  is  now  31.9  per  1000  births. 
The  villages  had  the  highest  rate,  70.1,  and  the  rural  municipalities  the  lowest. 
In  the  cities  Prince  Albert  had  the  highest  rate  and  Weyburn  the  lowest.  Of  the 
mothers  of  illegitimate  children  72.2  per  cent  were  between  15  and  25  years  of  age. 

A  new  column  has  been  added  to  Table  XXIV.  This  gives  the  illegitimate 
birth  rate  per  100,000  of  the  population  of  each  race. 

The  children  born  to  Canadian  born  parents  are  still  increasing.  In  1932  the 
Canadian  born  fathers  increased  by  1.3  and  the  mothers  2.8  per  cent. 
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Table  XXIX  is  a  new  one,  and  gives  the  birth  rate  per  1000  of  the  population 
of  each  race.  The  Indians  have  the  highest  rate,  and  the  Germans  the  second. 
The  non  Anglo-Saxon  races  have  very  much  the  highest  birth  rate,  being  37.3  per 
cent  higher  than  the  Anglo-Saxons. 

Of  the  mothers  11.3  per  cent  were  under  21  years  of  age,  54.2  per  cent  were 
between  21  and  30  years,  and  29.2  per  cent  were  between  30  and  40  years,  and  36.7 
per  cent  of  the  fathers  were  30  years  and  under,  and  35.5  per  cent  of  the  fathers 
were  between  30  and  40  years.  The  greater  part  of  the  mothers,  72.7  per  cent, 
belonged  to  three  nationalities,  viz.,  Canadian,  British  and  American. 

The  following  are  the  percentages  of  the  mothers  giving  birth  to  legitimate 
children  during  the  year,  according  to  their  nationality:  Canadian  51.9,  British  10.0, 
United  States  13.3,  Russian  7.4,  Polish  4.7,  Austrian  4.1,  Scandinavian  2.1,  and  all 
other  European  countries  6.1. 

The  mothers  of  legitimate  children,  according  to  races,  were  as  follows:  British 
35.4  per  cent,  German  20.0,  Ukrainian  10.1,  Scandinavian  7.0,  French  7.0,  and  all 
other  races  18.9. 

The  fathers  of  legitimate  children  born  in  1932  were  classified  as  follows,  ac¬ 
cording  to  nationality:  Canadian  41.0  per  cent,  British  12.1,  United  States  13.9, 
Russian  9.8,  Austrian  5.7,  Polish  5.5,  Scandinavian  3.2,  and  all  other  countries  22.2. 

The  racial  origin  of  the  fathers  of  legitimate  children  born  in  the  past  year  was 
as  follows:  British  37.5  per  cent,  German  20.3,  Ukrainian  9.6,  Scandinavian  6.9, 
French  6.6,  and  all  other  races  18.8. 

The  births  to  mothers  of  British  origin  increased  over  the  previous  year  by 
7,2  per  cent,  whereas  the  births  to  fathers  of  British  origin  decreased  by  1.8  per  cent 
during  the  year. 

According  to  Table  XXXV  in  the  past  year  1,603  or  21.1  per  cent  of  the  British 
fathers  were  married  to  women  of  other  races,  and  1,279  or  17.6  per  cent  of  the 
British  mothers  were  married  to  men  of  other  races. 

The  principal  races  with  which  the  British  inter-marry  are  in  order:  German, 
Scandinavian,  French  and  Dutch. 

The  births  to  non-resident  mothers  in  the  province  numbered  91,  a  decrease  of 
9  compared  with  1931.  The  births  taking  place  in  public  institutions  in  the  pro¬ 
vince  numbered  6,332  or  30.4  per  cent  of  the  total  births.  This  is  2.2  lower  than 
1931. 

The  births  to  resident  mothers  in  the  cities  were  70.8  per  cent  of  the  total  births 
in  the  cities,  the  balance  were  of  non-residents,  and  these  were  1.7  per  cent  lower 
than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  births  in  public  institutions  in  the  cities  numbered  2,915  or  76.7  per  cent 
of  the  total  births  in  the  cities.  The  births  to  resident  mothers  of  the  cities  in  which 
the  institutions  are  located  amounted  to  1,916  or  50.5  per  cent  of  the  total  births 
in  the  cities.  This  is  a  slight  increase  over  1931.  The  births  to  non-resident  mothers 
of  the  cities  were  999  or  25.3  per  cent  of  the  total  births  in  the  cities. .  This  shows  the 
extent  to  which  the  hospitals  of  the  cities  are  providing  hospitalization  for  non¬ 
residents  in  maternity  cases. 

The  decreasing  birth  rate  as  shown  by  these  tables  has  been  referred  to  under 
the  Dominion  Tables. 

The  average  children  to  each  family  reporting  a  birth  in  1932  was  4.1.

MARRIAGES 

The  number  of  marriages  solemnized  in  the  province  in  1932  was  5,772,  an 
increase  of  72  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  marriage  rate  is  6.2,  the  same 
as  in  1931.  The  reason  for  this  is  the  increase  in  the  population. 

Someone  has  described  the  marriage  rate  as  “the  barometer  of  prosperity”. 
If  this  is  true  then  it  would  indicate  that  the  depression  has  reached  its  lowest 
point,  and  that  we  are  now  on  the  upgrade. 

It  is  generally  acknowledged  that  the  basing  of  the  rate  on  the  total  population 
is  not  really  the  true  procedure,  and  that  it  should  be  based  on  the  number  of  women 
of  marriageable  age.  The  census  reports  received  to  date  do  not  give  this  informa¬ 
tion;  it  is,  therefore,  impossible  to  give  a  rate  based  on  this  standard.  The  census 
gives  the  total  population  between  15  and  45,  and  the  female  population  for  the 
same  period.  Adding  to  the  census  the  rate  of  increase  the  following  are  the  figures 
for  1932:  Population  between  15  and  45,  431,888.  Female  population  same  period 
195,926.  The  marriage  rate  per  1,000  of  the  total  population  between  15  and  45 
is  13.3,  and  the  rate  per  1,000  of  the  female  population  for  the  same  period  is  29.4. 

The  marriages  by  municipalities  are  given  in  Table  XXXVIII.  It  is  always 
necessary  to  study  this  table  in  connection  with  the  table  on  residents  and  non¬ 
residents,  for  instance  1,016  of  the  marriages  in  cities  were  of  non-residents. 

November,  as  usual,  was  the  most  popular  month  for  marriages,  October  was 
second,  and  June  third. 

The  mixing  of  the  races  will  be  found  in  Table  XXXVIII.  The  number  of 
women  from  English-speaking  countries  marrying  men  from  non-English  speaking 
countries  was  12.5  per  cent  of  the  total  women  marrying,  while  the  men  from 
English-speaking  countries  marrying  women  from  non-English  speaking  countries 
was  4.0  per  cent. 

According  to  Table  XLII  over  seventy  per  cent  of  the  men  who  married  were 
under  thirty  years  of  age.  The  women  of  the  same  age  who  married  were  ninety-one 
per  cent  of  the  total  women  marrying.  The  male  minors  marrying  were  four 
per  cent  of  the  men  who  married,  and  the  female  minors  were  thirty-nine  per  cent 
of  the  total  women  who  married. 

The  Canadian  born  grooms  were  54  per  cent,  those  born  in  the  British  Isles 
and  other  possessions  were  twelve  per  cent,  those  born  in  the  United  States  were 
twelve  per  cent,  those  born  in  all  other  countries  were  twenty-two  per  cent  of  the 
total  men  marrying. 

The  Canadian  born  brides  were  eighty-four  per  cent,  those  born  in  the  British 
Isles  seven  per  cent,  those  born  in  the  United  States  were  nine  per  cent,  those  born 
in  all  other  countries  fourteen  per  cent. 

Thirty-two  per  cent  of  the  marriages  were  mixed  according  to  religious  de¬ 
nominations. 

The  literacy  of  those  marrying  is  given  in  Table  XLVI.  The  total  illiterates 
were  146,  four  less  than  the  previous  year.  Seventy-five  were  males  and  seventy- 
one  females.  According  to  the  birth  places  of  the  illiterates  the  following  are  the 
percentages:  Canada  2.6,  British  Isles  none,  European  countries  5.3,  United  States 
.4. 

Table  XLVIII  gives  the  religious  denominations  of  the  illiterates. 

It  is  claimed  by  several  authorities  that  the  age  at  which  women  marry  is 
advancing.  This  is  owing  to  the  large  number  engaged  in  business  and  professional 
life,  which  is  tending  to  make  women  more  independent.  Table  XLIX  has  been 
prepared  with  this  in  view.  It  deals  with  five  age  periods,  also  four  five-year  periods. 
The  female  population  is  given  for  each  period,  and  the  average  number  of  mar¬ 
riages  in  each  period,  also  the  marriage  rate  per  1,000  of  the  female  population. 

From  1914  to  1932  the  marriage  rate  between  15  and  20  years  has  decreased 
from  67.7  to  39.2,  or  42  per  cent,  and  the  rate  has  increased  between  21  and  24  years 
by  four  per  cent.  The  rate  remains  about  stationary  between  25  and  29  years,  and 
in  the  last  two  periods  the  rate  has  decreased.

DEATHS 

Despite  the  continued  depressed  conditions  existing  in  the  province  in  1932, 
progress  has  been  made  in  public  health.  This  is  demonstrated  by  the  very  low 
death  rate  for  the  year,  viz.,  6.5.  This  is  decimal  one  point  lower  than  in  1931. 
The  deaths  for  the  past  year  numbered  6,044,  a  decrease  of  22.  This  lowering  of  the 
death  rate  is  not  peculiar  to  Saskatchewan,  as  the  trend  of  the  curve  is  downwards 
in  most  countries  of  the  world.  According  to  the  latest  report  issued  by  the  League 
of  Nations  only  in  three  countries  has  the  death  rate  increased  since  1921,  viz., 
Puerto  Rico,  Philippine  Islands,  and  Greece. 

The  following  are  the  principal  diseases  which  show  an  increased  death  rate 
in  1932,  the  figures  are  the  per  cent  increase:  Influenza  4,  Encephalitis  10,  Syphilis 
42,  Diabetes  10,  Exothalmic  Goitre  63,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  10,  Diseases  of  the 
Heart  9,  Nephritis  7,  Diseases  Prostate  30,  Maternal  Mortality  9,  Senility  10, 
Stillbirths  9.  Typhoid  and  Scarlet  Fever  are  still  decreasing,  and  the  rates  will 
soon  be  negligible. 

The  death  rate  for  Typhoid  is  2.6.  In  sixteen  of  the  States  of  the  American 
Union  the  mortality  from  Typhoid  is  lower  than  in  this  province.  The  state  of 
Connecticut  has  the  lowest  rate  .6.  This  shows  that  there  is  a  possibility  of  elimina¬ 
ting  this  cause  almost  if  not  entirely  from  the  death  tables. 

The  following  are  the  principal  causes  showing  decreases:  Tuberculosis  13.8, 
Cancer  2.9,  and  Pneumonia  3.6  per  cent. 

The  seasonal  chart,  Diagram  III,  shows  that  September  had  the  highest  death 
rate.  This  is  due  largely  to  the  high  mortality  caused  by  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis 
in  that  particular  month.  In  the  urban  centres  December  had  the  highest  rate,  and 
in  the  rural  sections  the  rate  was  highest  in  September. 

In  the  cities,  Swift  Current  had  the  highest  death  rate,  and  North  Battleford 
the  lowest.  Taking  the  cities  as  a  whole  the  death  rate  was  highest  in  the  months 
of  January,  February  and  December.  The  month  of  December  in  the  towns  had 
the  highest  rate,  in  the  villages  this  place  was  given  to  May,  and  in  the  rural  muni¬ 
cipalities  it  was  the  month  of  September. 

Six  causes  of  death,  Influenza,  Tuberculosis,  Cancer,  Heart  Disease,  Premature 
Births  and  Pneumonia  were  the  cause  of  42  per  cent  of  all  the  deaths  in  the  province 
in  1932.

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COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

This  group  of  diseases  numbered  783  in  1932,  a  decrease  of  37  compared  with 
1931.  The  rate  for  the  group  is  84  per  100,000  of  the  population,  a  decrease  of  five 
points. 

Tuberculosis  still  heads  the  group  with  a  rate  30.1,  which  is  a  decrease  of  five 
points  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Influenza  is  becoming  a  close  second, 
with  a  rate  of  28,  an  increase  of  one  point  for  the  year.  All  the  other  diseases  in  the 
group  are  equally  divided,  one  half  showing  very  slight  increases,  and  the  other 
half  decreases.  Diphtheria  increased  by  a  fraction  during  1932. 

The  month  of  December  had  the  highest  death  rate.  This  was  caused  by  the 
large  number  of  deaths  from  influenza  in  that  month. 

In  the  cities,  Swift  Current  had  the  highest  death  rate  from  these  diseases,  and 
Yorkton  the  lowest.  Influenza  had  the  highest  death  rate  in  the  cities,  and  Tuber¬ 
culosis  second.  This  reverses  the  order  of  1931.  The  rates  given  for  the  cities  are 
based  upon  deaths  of  residents  as  deaths  in  cities  of  non-residents  are  assigned  to 
the  place  of  residence  of  the  deceased. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  Syphilis  is  still  increasing,  and  advances  from  the  fourth 
lowest  to  the  sixth  lowest. 

The  decrease  in  the  rate  from  these  diseases  is  just  the  same  as  in  1931.  It  was 
anticipated  that  the  drought  would  cause  a  considerable  increase  in  the  mortality 
from  these  causes,  but  just  the  opposite  has  happened.  Has  the  fact  that  people 
are  now  compelled  to  live  on  plainer  and  more  wholesome  food  anything  to  do  with 
this  condition? 

The  loss  to  this  province  financially  is  shown  in  Table  LXI.  The  value  placed 
on  the  life  of  a  child  and  adult  is  below,  not  above,  the  amounts  given  by  leading 
insurance  actuaries,  and  the  cost  of  medical  attendance  and  the  funeral  are  also  very 
conservative  estimates.  The  total  loss  averages  about  $2.00  for  each  man,  woman 
and  child  in  the  province,  and  as  has  been  emphasized  many  times  these  diseases 
are  all  preventable. 

When  a  birth  is  attended  by  a  physician,  he  is  required  to  notify  the  registrar 
on  the  prescribed  form,  within  twenty-four  hours.  One  of  the  questions  on  the 
physician’s  notice  is  “Were  drops  put  into  the  eyes  to  prevent  blindness?” 

The  Health  Department  requires  that  one  per  cent  silver  nitrate  be  used  for 
this  purpose,  and  it  is  supplied  free  to  physicians. 

The  physicians’  notices  are  forwarded  by  the  division  registrars  with  their 
monthly  report.  This  has  been  a  requirement  for  about  one  year.  Through  this 
means  it  is  easily  discovered  if  the  physicians  send  notices,  and  if  they  use  the  silver 
nitrate. 

Only  about  sixty  per  cent  of  the  physicians  comply  with  the  requirement  of  the 
Act  respecting  sending  notices  to  the  registrars,  and  of  this  number,  about  five 
per  cent  fail  to  use  the  nitrate  of  silver  at  the  time  of  birth.  When  the  forty  per 
cent  of  the  physicians  comply  with  the  Statute,  it  will  then  be  possible  to  report 
how  generally  the  solution  mentioned  is  used. 
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CAUSES  OF  DEATH  PRODUCING  THE  GREATEST  MORTALITY 

These  selected  causes  of  death  numbered  4,272  or  65  per  cent  of  the  total 
mortality  for  the  year. 

The  table  has  been  arranged  so  that  there  is  a  five-year  period  between  1917 
and  1922,  then  between  1922  and  1927,  and  the  third  period  between  1927  and 
1932.  It  can  be  seen  at  a  glance  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  each  of  these 
years;  for  instance  the  disease  that  rates  first  in  1932  was  only  eighth  in  1917.  The 
following  causes  that  appeared  in  this  list  in  1917  have  now  been  displaced  by 
others,  Congenital  Debility,  Senility,  Appendicitis  arid  the  puerperal  state,  In¬ 
fluenza,  Nephritis,  Diseases  of  the  Arteries,  and  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  now 
appear  in  the  list,  but  did  not  appear  in  the  1917  list. 

Each  of  the  twelve  diseases  will  be  discussed  more  in  detail  in  the  order  as  they 
appear  in  Table  LXII,  with  the  exception  of  Infant  Mortality  and  Stillbirths, 
which  will  be  discussed  under  their  proper  classifications. 

Table  LXIII  is  a  new  one  and  shows  the  order  of  six  selected  causes,  by  age 
period  and  sex  for  1932.  The  study  of  the  variations  in  these  several  groups  should 
be  both  profitable  and  interesting. 

The  mortality  from  these  twelve  causes  is  higher  in  all  but  four  of  them  in  the 
urban  centres  than  in  the  rural.  The  following  have  higher  rates  in  the  rural  sections 
of  the  province:  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis,  Nephritis,  Congenital  Debility  and  Pre¬ 
mature  Births.

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INFLUENZA 

In  1932  the  deaths  from  this  disease  numbered  261.  An  increase  of  10  over 
1931,  or  4  per  cent.  The  death  rate  for  the  year  is  28.0,  which  is  higher  than  the 
previous  year  by  about  one  per  cent. 

The  seasonal  diagrams  show  that  the  month  of  December  had  the  highest 
mortality  from  this  disease,  the  rate  being  87.5.  As  usual  the  month  of  August 
had  the  lowest  rate. 

The  Historical  diagram  shows  that  since  1930  the  trend  of  this  disease  has  been 
upwards,  which  is  true  to  the  theory  that  in  every  four  years  this  disease  reaches 
its  lowest  point,  and  then  begins  to  gradually  increase. 

Table  LXVII  deals  with  the  deaths  by  periods,  The  two  periods  claiming  the 
highest  rate  are  under  5  years  of  age,  and  70  and  over.  The  deaths  of  males  exceed 
the  females  by  33,  which  is  23.3  per  cent.  The  highest  percentage  of  the  total  deaths 
in  each  period  was  in  the  period  between  5  and  9  years. 

In  comparison  with  some  of  the  leading  countries  in  the  world  the  mortality 
from  this  disease  in  this  province  is  very  high,  for  instance  in  both  sections  of  Ire¬ 
land  the  rate  is  20.5  per  100,000  of  the  population.  Scotland  14.3.  England  and 
Wales  12.5.  Switzerland  12.6.  Denmark  9.4,  Netherlands  8.4.  It  can  be  seen  from 
the  foregoing  that  the  rate  in  this  province  is  26  per  cent  higher  than  that  in  Ireland, 
and  the  percentage  is  much  higher  for  the  other  countries  selected. 

The  United  States  as  a  whole  has  a  higher  death  rate,  viz.,  30.8,  from  this 
disease,  and  many  of  the  individual  states  have  a  very  much  higher  rate.  For 
instance,  Alabama’s  rate  is  50.6,  Indiana  44.6,  Kansas  42.9,  and  Pennsylvania  29.3.

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TUBERCULOSIS 

The  deaths  from  this  disease  numbered  281,  a  decrease  of  45  compared  with 
1931,  or  14  per  cent.  The  death  rate  is  30.1  per  100,000  of  the  population,  and  is 
5.1  points  lower  than  the  previous  year.  This  is  the  lowest  rate  in  the  history  of  the 
province,  and  from  reports  received  it  is  the  lowest  of  any  country  in  the  world. 
In  the  United  States  the  rate  is  60.3,  but  in  several  of  the  individual  States  the  rate 
is  lower,  for  instance,  Kansas  has  a  rate  of  32.8,  Wisconsin  45.1,  Rhode  Island  52.5, 
Pennsylvania  54.0,  and  Indiana  59.9,  thus  this  province  has  a  lower  rate  than 
Kansas,  which  is  the  lowest  of  the  States  from  which  reports  have  been  received. 

The  rate  in  New  Zealand  is  42,  which  is  also  higher  than  in  this  province,  and 
Northern  Ireland  has  the  high  rate  of  90.3.  In  all  countries  the  rate  for  this  disease 
is  declining,  thus  proving  that  the  improved  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  is  producing  excellent  results  throughout  the  civilized  world. 

Recently  in  the  state  of  Michigan  a  study  was  made  of  seventy-one  families 
in  regard  to  tuberculosis.  It  is  not  necessary  to  give  the  detailed  results,  but  the 
following  conclusions  are  worthy  of  consideration. 

1.  — Tubercular  testing  of  school  children  is  an  important  feature  of  a  tuber¬ 
culosis  survey  of  a  community. 

2.  — Tubercular  testing  of  members  of  families  demonstrates  that  when  known 
cases  of  tuberculosis  as  sources  of  infection  are  known  to  have  been  present,  over 
three-fourths  of  the  members  of  such  families  become  infected. 

3.  — X-ray  of  reactors  not  only  uncovers  active  cases  of  tuberculosis,  but  also 
points  out  the  childhood  type  of  the  disease,  and  such  children  may  thus  be  kept 
under  observation. 

The  deaths  by  periods  are  given  in  Diagram  X.  As  usual  the  greatest  mortality 
was  in  the  period  between  20  and  29  years.  Twenty-four  per  cent  of  the  deaths  from 
this  disease  occurred  in  this  period. 

The  deaths  of  native  born  Canadians,  also  those  born  in  Saskatchewan,  de¬ 
creased  during  1932,  the  former  by  11  per  cent. 

The  deaths  of  females  from  this  disease  numbered  five  more  than  the  males; 
fifty  decimal  nine  per  cent  of  the  deaths  were  of  the  female  sex.  Of  the  male  deaths 
47  per  cent  were  between  15  and  40  years,  and  of  the  females  53  per  cent  were  in  the 
same  period. 

The  deaths  in  public  institutions  from  this  disease  numbered  154  or  54.8  per 
cent. 

Table  LXXIII  is  a  new  one,  and  gives  the  deaths  from  tuberculosis  by  racial 
origin.  The  Indians  have  an  exceedingly  high  rate,  the  Roumanians  are  second, 
the  French  third,  and  the  Austrians  fourth. 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  Among  Females 

The  investigation  of  this  subject  has  been  continued  for  1932,  with  the  following 
results. 

Table  LXXIV  shows  that  there  were  more  deaths  among  females  between 
15  and  39  years  of  age  than  males.  It  also  shows  that  there  was  one  more  death 
among  single  women  than  married  women  between  the  years  15  and  44. 

Of  the  143  women  who  died,  76  per  cent  were  rural  residents,  and  24  per  cent 
urban  residents. 

The  occupation  was  only  given  for  twelve  of  the  female  deaths  as  follows: 
teachers  4,  domestics  1,  nurses  4,  milliners  1,  stenographers  2.  It  is  quite  probable 
that  the  remainder  were  children  and  housewives. 

No  additional  municipalities  have  been  added  to  the  restricted  areas  for  the 
eradication  of  bovine  tuberculosis.  The  following  is  the  list:  Wolseley  155;  Indian 
Head  156;  South  Qu’Appelle  157;  Edenwold  158;  Sherwood  159;  Abernethy  186;

CANCER 

The  deaths  from  this  disease  amounted  to  568  in  1932,  a  slight  decrease  of 
seventeen  compared  with  1931.  The  death  rate  is  60.9,  a  decrease  of  2.6  points. 
The  curve  is,  therefore,  descending. 

The  male  sex  continues  to  have  the  largest  mortality  from  this  cause.  The 
males  were  52  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  from  Cancer.  In  1931  they  were  57 
per  cent. 

The  deaths  from  Cancer  in  the  digestive  tract  and  peritoneum  were  56.7  per 
cent  of  the  total  deaths — this  is  a  slight  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

The  deaths  from  Cancer  in  the  female  genital  organs  were  10  per  cent  of  the 
total,  and  from  the  same  cause  among  the  males  were  5.4  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Seventy  per  cent  of  the  deaths  from  this  disease  occurred  in  the  life  periods 
between  forty  and  eighty  years  of  age,  as  in  former  years  the  highest  rate  is  the 
period  between  sixty  and  seventy  years. 

In  the  periods  between  sixty  and  eighty  years  the  males  exceeded  the  females 
by  sixty-one  per  cent.  While  the  females  in  the  period  between  forty  and  sixty 
exceeded  the  males  by  sixty  per  cent. 

Table  LXXVII  shows  the  prevalence  of  this  disease.  93.4  of  every  thousand 
deaths  in  the  province  were  due  to  cancer. 
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Compared  with  other  countries,  this  province  has  the  lowest  death  rate  from 
Cancer.  Reports  have  been  received  from  the  following1:  New  Zealand,  103; 
United  States,  107;  Irish  Free  State,  111;  North  Ireland,  125;  Scotland,  153.  One 
state  in  the  American  Union  has  a  lower  rate  than  Saskatchewan,  viz.,  Alabama, 
55.5.

The  deaths  from  these  causes  increased  in  1932  by  fifteen  or  8.5  per  cent. 
The  death  rate  is  20  per  100,000  of  the  population. 

In  the  previous  year  the  sexes  were  equal  in  numbers,  but  in  1932  the  males 
exceeded  the  females  by  23  per  cent. 

Seven  per  cent  of  the  deaths  from  these  causes  were  under  forty  years  of  age, 
and  67  per  cent  were  over  sixty  years  of  age.

HEART  DISEASES 

As  may  be  seen  by  Diagram  XIII  the  curve  is  still  ascending — the  rate  for 
1932  has  reached  the  high  point  of  77  per  100,000.  The  number  of  deaths  increased 
from  656  in  1931  to  718  in  1932. 

By  comparing  Table  LXXIX  with  the  table  for  1931,  it  will  be  seen  that  up 
to  fifty  years  of  age  the  death  rate  decreased  in  each  period  in  1932,  but  in  the 
periods  over  50  years  of  age,  each  one  increased. 

Two  new  tables  have  been  added,  one  giving  the  deaths  from  this  disease  by 
racial  origins:  the  Irish  have  the  highest  and  the  Czech-Slovak  the  lowest. 

The  other  table  shows  the  associated  causes  of  deaths  of  these  diseases,  fifty- 
four  per  cent  were  due  to  Nephritis  and  Arteriosclerosis. 

The  deaths  of  males  were  63  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths,  only  in  one  period,  viz. 
between  10  and  19  did  the  females  exceed  the  males. 

Diagram  XIV  is  a  new  one,  and  shows  at  a  glance  the  progress  of  this  disease. 
In  the  period,  1914-18  it  was  in  the  fifth  place,  and  in  each  period  it  advanced  until 
in  the  present  period  it  is  in  first  place,  and  the  rate  is  very  much  higher  than  all 
the  others. 

The  medical  profession  and  health  authorities  have  been  concentrating  on 
other  diseases  for  many  years,  but  here  is  one  that  now  presents  a  great  problem 
to  be  solved. 

While  the  rate  in  this  province  from  this  disease  is  high,  we  can  rejoice  that. 
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compared  with  almost  any  state  in  the  American  Union,  our  rate  in  most  cases  is 
nearly  one  half  lower,  and  compared  with  the  British  Isles,  our  rate  is  nearly  one 
third  of  their  rate.

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PNEUMONIA 

The  deaths  from  this  disease  decreased  by  118  in  1932,  or  23.7  per  cent.  As 
is  shown  on  Diagram  XV  this  is  the  lowest  rate  since  1914.  The  death  rate  for  the 
year  is  40.7  per  100,000. 

The  month  of  August  had  the  lowest  mortality  from  this  disease,  and  February 
the  highest.  In  comparison  with  the  seasonal  diagram  for  Influenza,  that  disease 
had  also  the  lowest  mortality  in  August,  but  the  highest  rate  was  in  December,  and 
it  will  be  noticed  that  the  Pneumonia  rate  was  very  much  lower  in  December. 

As  usual  the  period  under  five  years  claimed  the  largest  number  of  deaths, 
forty-three  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  from  this  disease  occurred  in  this  period. 
However,  this  is  lower  than  1931  when  55  per  cent  of  the  deaths  were  in  this  life 
period. 

Since  the  year  1914  the  deaths  among  the  males  has  always  exceeded  the 
females,  this  year  47  per  cent  of  the  deaths  due  to  this  disease  were  females,  but 
in  1931  they  were  42  per  cent,  and  this  has  been  about  the  average  beginning  with 
1914.

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DIARRHOEA  AND  ENTERITIS 

This  disease  was  the  cause  of  229  deaths  during  the  year,  a  small  decrease  of 
three  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  death  rate  is  24.5  per  100,000. 

The  deaths  among  the  males  exceeded  those  among  the  females  by  39  or  29 
per  cent.  The  previous  year  the  percentage  was  25. 

The  historical  table  shows  that  the  trend  of  the  curve  is  still  downwards. 

The  month  of  September  had  the  highest  mortality.  Thirty-one  per  cent  of 
the  deaths  occurred  in  that  month,  and  sixty  per  cent  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the 
months  of  August,  September,  and  October. 

The  largest  mortality  from  this  disease  was  in  the  life  period  under  one  year 
of  age,  the  number  being  176,  or  76  per  cent  of  the  deaths  from  this  disease.

The  deaths  from  this  disease  increased  during  the  year  by  24  or  ten  per  cent. 
The  total  deaths  were  268  and  the  rate  is  29  per  100,000. 

The  deaths  among  the  males  was  higher  than  the  females  by  38,  or  25  per  cent. 
The  two  periods  between  sixty  and  eighty  years  of  age  had  the  highest  mor¬ 
tality:  fifty  per  cent  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  these  periods.

Violent  or  Accidental  Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  from  this  group  was  440  in  1932,  being  ten  less  than  in 
the  previous  year.  The  rate  per  100,000  is  47.2;  it  was  48.8  in  1931. 

Eighty  per  cent  of  the  deaths  under  this  classification  were  males.  The  period 
between  15  and  19  years  of  age  claimed  the  highest  percentage  of  deaths,  and  20 
per  cent  of  the  deaths  were  among  young  people  under  20  years  of  age.  Forty 
nine  per  cent  of  the  deaths  were  between  15  and  50  years  of  age. 

Suicides  as  usual  had  the  highest  mortality  in  this  group.  There  were  two 
less  suicides  in  1932  as  compared  with  1931.  The  suicides  by  months  will  be  found 
in  table  LXXXIX. 

The  number  of  married  people  killed  through  these  causes  was  the  same  in 
1932  as  in  1931,  viz.,  174.  This  means  that  over  500  persons  were  deprived  of  either 
a  father  or  mother.  The  large  number  of  children  killed  under  one  year  of  age  is 
still  noticeable. 

There  were  only  4  deaths  to  each  10,000  automobiles,  trucks,  and  motor  cycles 
registered  in  the  province  in  1932. 

The  death  rate  from  automobiles,  etc.,  in  this  province  is  very  satisfactory. 
There  is  only  one  province  in  the  Dominion  with  a  lower  rate,  Prince  Edward 
Island.  In  the  United  States  the  rates  vary  in  each  state,  from  14.5  to  30. 

Accidental  drownings  decreased  during  1932  by  sixteen  per  cent. 

The  results  of  the  investigation  into  deaths  caused  by  automobile  accidents 
is  given  in  table  XCI.  Seventy  per  cent  of  the  deaths  were  investigated.  Seventy- 
five  per  cent  of  the  fatal  accidents  occurred  on  the  highways.  The  month  of 
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October  had  the  largest  number  of  deaths.  It  is  very  difficult  to  ascertain  the 
rate  of  travel  per  mile  in  the  case  of  these  accidents.

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DIPHTHERIA 

There  was  an  increase  of  one,  in  the  deaths  from  this  disease  in  the  year  1932. 
The  number  of  deaths  is  40  and  the  rate  per  100,000  is  4.3.  In  the  past  two  years 
the  rate  for  Diphtheria  has  been  practically  the  same,  therefore  it  appears  that  the 
mortality  from  this  dreaded  disease  is  decreasing  rapidly  as  per  diagram  XIX. 
Five  provinces  in  the  Dominion  have  lower  death  rates  from  this  disease  than 
Saskatchewan,  this  shows  that  there  is  still  need  for  careful  watching  by  parents 
in  the  cases  of  any  throat  trouble. 

The  history  of  this  disease  is  given  in  diagrams  XVIII  and  XIX  and  shows 
that  in  1924  the  curve  reached  its  highest  peak. 

There  were  4  deaths  from  this  disease  among  children  under  1  year  of  age, 
sixteen  from  1  to  4  years,  ten  from  5  to  9  years,  and  eight  from  1  to  14  years.  There 
were  only  two  deaths  over  14  years  of  age. 

The  investigation  into  the  deaths  from  this  disease  has  been  continued. 
Answers  have  been  received  from  24  physicians  out  of  the  40  deaths  reported. 

The  following  points  are  worthy  of  emphasis: 

In  four  cases  antitoxin  was  not  administered. 

In  only  six  cases  or  25  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  was  antitoxin  administered 
on  the  same  day  as  the  first  visit  of  the  physician. 

In  eleven  of  the  deaths  the  physicians  were  notified  too  late,  and  to  these  can 
be  added  the  three  deaths  that  occurred  before  the  arrival  of  the  physicians.  This 
means  that  in  58  per  cent  of  the  cases  the  physicians  were  notified  too  late.

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Stillbirths 

The  Stillbirths  in  1932  numbered  525,  a  decrease  of  52  compared  with  1931. 
The  rate  per  100,000  is  56.2,  and  this  cause  maintains  its  position  as  third  in  the  list 
of  diseases  causing  greatest  mortality.  The  rate  per  1,000  live  births  is  25.2  and 
24.6  per  1,000  pregnancies.  These  are  the  lowest  rates  since  1922.  The  stillbirths 
were  2.5  per  cent  of  the  total  pregnancies  in  1932. 

Of  the  stillbirths  167  or  32  per  cent  occurred  in  primiparae. 

There  were  575  families  in  Saskatchewan  which  had  a  stillbirth  in  1932. 
In  these  families  there  were  2,149  children,  an  average  of  4.2  children  to  each  family. 
The  mothers  of  these  families  have  had  655  stillbirths.  In  other  words  the  result 
of  31  per  cent  of  labors  in  these  families  (about  1  in  3)  has  been  a  stillbirth. 

The  delivery  took  place  prematurely  in  232  cases  or  in  45  per  cent  of  the  total 
stillbirths. 

The  spring  and  winter  months  had  the  highest  number  of  stillbirths;  56  per 
cent  of  these  births  occurred  in  these  months. 

For  the  number  of  women,  all  of  whose  children  were  stillborn,  see  table  C. 

In  167  families  of  one  child,  all  stillborn.  In  66  families  of  two  children  each, 
eleven  mothers  had  all  children  stillborn.  In  57  families  of  3  children  each,  3 
mothers  had  all  stillborn  children.  In  40  families  of  4  children  each,  1  mother 
had  all  stillborn  children. 

Table  XCIX  gives  the  racial  origin  of  the  mothers  having  stillborn  children  in 
1932.  The  rate  per  1,000  births  in  each  race  is  given  in  numerical  order. 

The  cities  still  continue  to  have  the  highest  rate  for  stillbirths.

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INFANT  MORTALITY 

The  infant  mortality  in  1932  was  1,321,  a  decrease  of  142  or  9.7  per  cent 
compared  with  1931.  The  rate  is  63.5  per  1,000  living  births;  this  is  the  lowest 
rate  since  1922.  Compared  with  the  other  provinces,  Saskatchewan  has  the  fifth 
highest  infant  mortality  in  the  Dominion;  also  in  comparison  with  other  countries, 
it  is  quite  evident  that  the  infant  mortality  in  this  province  is  too  high.  Twenty- 
eight  states  of  the  American  Union  have  lower  rates  than  this  province,  varying 
from  41  to  63  per  1,000  births.  Also  the  following  European  countries  have  lower 
rates,  Switzerland  52,  Netherlands  59,  Sweden  50,  and  the  rate  in  New  Zealand  is 
32.5. 

A  great  change  has  taken  place  in  the  last  thirty  years  in  the  estimation 
placed  on  infant  life  by  the  nations  of  the  world,  and  it  is  now  considered  the  nations’ 
most  valuable  asset.  This  change  has  taken  place  through  the  educational  cam¬ 
paigns  of  city,  provincial,  national,  and  international  agencies.  Child  protection 
has  become  a  matter  of  public  concern,  and  as  a  result  the  decided  decrease  in  mor¬ 
tality  and  morbidity  rates  among  children.  From  the  statistics  quoted  it  would 
appear  that  Saskatchewan  has  not  advanced  to  the  same  extent  as  other  countries. 

The  statement  of  ex-President  Hoover  concerning  the  child  in  America  applies 
equally  to  this  province.  “The  ideal  to  which  we  should  strive  is  that  there  shall 
be  no  child  in  America,  (and  Saskatchewan  can  be  substituted  for  America.) 

“That  has  not  been  born  under  proper  conditions; 

“That  does  not  live  in  unhygienic  surroundings; 

“That  does  not  have  prompt  and  efficient  medical  attention  and  an  annual 
examination; 

“That  does  not  receive  primary  instruction  in  the  elements  of  hygiene  and 
good  health; 

“That  ever  suffers  from  under-nourishment; 

“That  has  not  the  complete  birth  right  of  a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body; 

“That  has  not  the  encouragement  to  express  in  fullest  measure  the  spirit 
within,  which  is  the  final  endowment  of  every  human  being.” 

Many  of  the  leading  health  officials  are  of  the  opinion  that  malnutrition  is 
one  of  the  leading  causes  in  producing  Infant  Mortality. 

The  present  economic  conditions,  producing  faulty  living  and  dietary  habits, 
justify  concern  on  the  part  of  all  interested  in  the  welfare  of  children,  especially 
under  one  year  of  age.  Malnutrition  is  an  abnormal  condition  which  if  permitted 
to  continue  results  in  serious  and  fatal  illness.  It  demands  intelligent  and  patriotic 
action  to  successfully  combat  it. 

It  is  because  of  the  foregoing  facts  that  special  attention  is  given  to  this  cause 
in  this  report,  and  fuller  information  printed,  than  for  any  other  single  cause  or 
group. 

As  usual  the  mortality  under  one  week  is  very  high.  These  deaths  numbered 
578  or  43.7  per  cent  of  the  total  infant  mortality.  Under  one  month  the  deaths 
numbered  753  or  57  per  cent  of  the  total  infant  mortality,  see  diagram  XXI.  The 
rates  per  1,000  births  for  these  two  periods  are  respectively  28  and  36. 

The  highest  mortality  was  in  the  month  of  September;  the  month  of  July  had 
the  lowest  rate.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  towns  and  rural  municipalities  had  un¬ 
usually  high  rates  in  September. 

In  the  cities  November  had  the  highest  death  rate;  in  the  towns  September;  in 
the  villages  October;  and  the  rural  municipalities  September. 

In  the  cities  June  had  the  lowest  death  ra/te;  in  the  towns  March;  in  the  villages 
April,  and  in  the  rural  municipalities  August. 

In  the  cities,  Swift  Current  had  the  highest  death  rate  and  Yorkton  the  lowest. 

Apart  from  the  Indians,  the  Poles  had  the  highest  infant  mortality,  the  Hun¬ 
garians  were  second  highest,  and  the  Irish  had  the  lowest  rate. 

The  historical  chart  of  the  principal  causes  of  infant  mortality  will  be  found 
in  table  CVIII.  The  first  four  of  these  causes  had  the  lowest  rate  since  1924.  The 
last  five  show  increases  over  the  previous  years,  and  premature  births  had  the  high¬ 
est  rate  in  the  nine  year  period  with  the  exception  of  1929  and  1930. 
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The  infant  mortality  in  the  cities  was  235,  a  decrease  of  4  compared  with  1931. 
Of  this  number  66  or  28  per  cent  were  non  residents  of  the  cities.  The  infant  deaths 
in  hospitals  numbered  75  per  cent  of  the  total  infant  mortality  in  the  cities,  and  69 
per  cent  of  the  deaths  of  children  of  residents  of  the  cities  occurred  in  the  hospitals. 
Of  the  infant  deaths  in  hospitals  61  or  36  per  cent  were  non-residents.  This  shows 
the  extent  of  hospitalization  provided  by  the  cities  of  the  province  for  non-residents. 

Table  CXITI  gives  the  birthplaces  of  the  parents  of  the  children  who  died  under 
one  year  of  age.  The  percentage  of  each  nationality  to  the  total  infant  mortality 
is  as  follows: 

Father — Canada  41  per  cent;  British  Isles  and  other  possessions  8.7  per  cent; 
United  States  12  per  cent;  Austria  6.5  per  cent;  Germany  2  per  cent;  Hungary 
3  per  cent;  Poland  7  per  cent;  Roumania  2  per  cent;  Russia  8  per  cent;  Scandinavian 
countries  3.2  per  cent;  all  others  7  per  cent. 

Mothers — Canada  55  per  cent;  British  Isles  and  other  possessions  5.6  per  cent; 
United  States  12  per  cent;  Austria  5.6  per  cent;  Germany  1  per  cent;  Hungary 
2.5  per  cent;  Poland  6.5  per  cent;  Roumania  1  per  cent;  Russia  5.8  per  cent;  Scan¬ 
dinavian  countries  2  per  cent;  all  others  2.7  per  cent. 

There  were  only  five  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  who  were  non¬ 
residents  of  the  province,  and  four  of  those  occurred  in  hospitals. 

Tables  CXT  and  CXIT  give  detailed  information,  concerning  the  causes  of 
infant  mortality  by  months  and  age  periods. 

Attention  is  directed  to  Diagram  XX.  The  purpose  of  the  same  is  to  give  the 
comparison  between  the  years  1928  and  1932,  which  is  a  five-year  period.  The 
comparison  is  given  by  periods,  first  for  the  infant  mortality  under  one  year  of  age, 
then  the  mortality  for  one  year,  and  lastly  for  the  total  one  year  and  under.

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MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

The  deaths  from  this  group  of  causes  numbered  102  in  1932,  an  increase  of 
nine  over  the  previous  year.  The  rate  per  1,000  living  births  is  4.9.  This  province 
had  the  lowest  rate  in  the  Dominion  in  1931,  but  in  1932  the  position  is  fourth  lowest. 

The  special  investigation  into  maternal  mortality  was  continued  in  1932.  Re¬ 
ports  were  received  from  physicians  on  80  deaths,  this  is  78  per  cent.  The  following 
tabulation  shows  the  results  of  this  investigation:

The  following  facts  were  mentioned  by  physicians  in  their  general  remarks: 

1.  That  56  or  70  per  cent  of  these  maternal  deaths  were  preventable. 

2.  Means  of  prevention  suggested  by  physicians: 

(а)  Interruption  of  pregnancy  for  medical  reasons  10. 

(б)  Better  care  of  the  mothers,  prenatal  18,  intranatal  22,  post  natal  2. 

3.  Prevention  or  better  care  of  abortions  4. 

4.  That  only  17  or  21  per  cent  of  these  maternal  deaths  were  inevitable. 

5.  That  five  deaths  were  caused  by  other  diseases,  viz:  influenza  3,  tuber¬ 
culosis  1,  heart  disease  1. 

Two  causes,  viz.,  haemorrhage  and  septicaemia  caused  38  or  37  per  cent  of 
the  total  maternal  mortality. 

Whilst  the  death  rate  from  this  cause  increased  a  little  in  1932  yet  according 
to  the  historical  table  CXV  the  trend  of  the  curve  is  downward,  and  has  been  so 
since  1926  when  the  highest  point  in  the  curve  was  reached. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  51  per  cent  of  the  cases  reported  by 
physicians  did  not  have  pre  natal  care. 

Attention  is  also  directed  to  table  CXIV  which  gives  the  puerperal  death  rate 
according  to  the  number  of  married  women  in  the  two  life  periods.  Between  15 
and  24  years  it  is  1.0  per  1,000  married  women  of  that  age,  and  0.8  per  1,000  mar¬ 
ried  women  between  25  and  44  years  of  age.  Several  authorities  claim  that  this  is 
the  only  true  method  of  determining  the  maternal  mortality  rate. 

It  is  apparent  through  the  testimony  of  physicians  that  at  least  75  per  cent  of 
the  maternal  deaths  in  1932  were  preventable.  This  means  that  increased  attention 
should  be  given  especially  to  the  pre  natal  care  of  expectant  mothers.  In  the  state 
of  Indiana  the  Board  of  Health  has  adopted  the  following  as  part  of  an  educational 
campaign,  on  behalf  of  maternal  health  for  the  state.  The  outline  has  been  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Professor  of  Obstetrics  at  the  state  university. 

1.  Educate  the  laity  that  one  third  of  these  deaths  are  due  to  sepsis;  one  third 
to  toxemia,  and  that  nearly  all  septic  and  toxemic  deaths  should  be  pre¬ 
vented. 
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2.  This  should  not  be  used  in  the  nature  of  a  scare,  but  rather  as  statistical 
facts  showing  what  good  obstetrics  can  do. 

3.  Educate  men  to  know  the  importance  of  the  child  bearing  process. 

4.  Educate  women  to  go  to  the  doctor  early  in  pregnancy.  Educate  them  to 
select  a  doctor  known  to  give  good  care  in  obstetric  cases  and  to  go  regularly 
to  see  him. 

5.  Educate  women  as  to  what  good  obstetric  care  means. 

6.  Educate  them  as  to  diet,  exercise,  sleep,  rest,  and  general  prenatal  care. 

7.  Educate  them  as  to  delivery  care,  and  what  constitutes  good  care. 

8.  Educate  them  as  to  good  aftercare. 

9.  Educate  them  that  all  pregnant  women  need  good  care  throughout  preg¬ 
nancy,  labor,  and  puerperium. 

10.  Educate  them  that  the  best  stock  is  decreasing  and  that  motherhood  should 
be  one  of  woman’s  greatest  hopes,  and  if  the  mother  is  properly  cared  for 
during  child  bearing  there  should  be  little  to  fear. 

It  is  suggested  to  local  medical  associations  that  they  hold  meetings  of  the 
laity  to  be  addressed  by  physicians  qualified  to  speak  to  lay  audiences  on  the 
important  subject  of  obstetrics. 

The  foregoing  is  just  as  applicable  to  Saskatchewan  as  to  the  State  of  Indiana. 

Society  needs  to  be  educated  to  the  fact  that  our  social  obligation  requires 
that  the  new  babies  and  their  mothers  require  protection  by  the  state  as  a  whole, 
and  further  that  no  expectant  mothers  should  suffer  for  want  of  adequate  care. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Prenatal  and 
Maternal  care  of  the  White  House  Conference:  “The  essentials  of  a  well  rounded 
out  Maternal  Welfare  plan  should  include  Pre-natal,  Natal  and  Post-Natal  atten¬ 
tion,  and  should  guarantee  to  the  mother  freedom  from  disease  and  to  the  child 
proper  heredity,  fetal  maturity,  freedom  from  bacterial  and  toxic  taint.”

DEATHS  IN  PUBLIC  AND  PRIVATE  INSTITUTIONS 


The  deaths  in  these  institutions  numbered  2,092,  an  increase  of  64,  compared 
with  1931.  The  deaths  in  public  institutions  were  35  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  in 
the  province. 

The  non-residents  dying  in  the  province  numbered  63,  an  increase  of  17  over  the 
previous  year;  and  the  non-residents  dying  in  public  institutions  numbered  39,  an 
increase  of  17  compared  with  1931. 

The  total  deaths  in  the  cities  of  the  province  were  1,602,  the  same  number  as  in 
1931.  The  deaths  of  residents  in  the  cities  were  994,  an  increase  of  19  compared 
with  1931.  This  shows  that  38  per  cent  of  the  deaths  in  the  cities  were  non-resi¬ 
dents. 


In  the  eight  cities  there  were  1,167  deaths  in  the  public  institutions,  of  these 
619  were  non-residents  of  the  cities.  This  means  that  52  per  cent  of  the  deaths 
in  the  hospitals  were  non-residents  of  the  cities,  therefore  the  hospitals  of  the  cities 
provided  hospitalization  for  a  larger  number  of  non-residents  than  residents.  The 
number  of  non-residents  of  the  province  dying  in  the  hospitals  was  16.

SELECTED  CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

Table  CXX  I  gives  the  number  of  deaths  from  thirteen  selected  causes  of  death 
in  each  rural  municipality  in  the  province.  The  figures  given  include  those  for  cities, 
towns,  villages  and  rural,  within  the  boundaries  of  each  municipality. 

The  population  given  is  the  estimate  as  at  June  30,  1932,  and  based  on  the 
percentage  increase,  as  furnished  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics. 

The  total  birth  and  death  rates  are  given  for  each  municipality. 

In  the  organized  rural  municipalities  number  335  had  the  highest  birth  rate, 
viz,  38.3,  and  72  had  the  lowest  birth  rate,  viz,  8.2. 

In  the  deaths,  Rural  Municipality  No.  123  had  the  highest  rate,  viz,  13.5  and 
number  7  had  the  lowest,  viz,  1.3. 

Among  the  cities  and  towns  Tisdale  had  the  highest  birth  rate,  viz,  27.8  and 
Wynyard  the  lowest,  viz,  8.6.  The  town  of  Herbert  had  the  highest  death  rate, 
viz,  13.6  and  Assiniboia  the  lowest,  viz,  4.1. 

While  this  province  can  boast  of  having  the  lowest  general  death  rate  in  the 
world,  yet  in  some  diseases  the  death  rate  is  higher  in  comparison  with  other 
countries. 

Table  CXXIII  has  been  prepared  to  show  the  standing  of  this  province  in 
comparison  with  some  other  countries,  and  for  six  selected  causes  of  death. 

A  study  of  this  table  shows  that  this  province  has  the  highest  death  rate  from 
puerperal  sepsis,  poliomyelitis,  and  dysentery;  among  these  countries,  one  country, 
the  United  States,  has  a  higher  rate  from  cerebro  spinal  meningitis,  and  five  of  these 
countries,  viz,  Northern  Ireland,  Irish  Free  State,  Scotland,  Netherlands,  and 
Denmark,  have  higher  rates  from  whooping  cough;  and  three  countries,  England 
and  Wales,  Scotland  and  Irish  Free  State  have  higher  rates  from  diphtheria. 

Diagrams  XXVI  and  XXXIII  deal  with  eight  of  the  selected  causes  of  death, 
and  show  the  Mortality  from  each  cause  in  each  municipality.  The  black  figures 
represent  the  number  of  deaths,  and  in  this  manner  the  distribution  of  these  deaths 
can  be  easily  ascertained. 
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MORTALITY  TABLES 

The  general  Mortality  Statistics  are  given  in  Tables  CXXIV  and  CXXV. 
The  conjugal  condition,  nativity,  and  month  are  given  in  the  first  named  and  the 
sex  and  age  in  the  latter.  Stillbirths  are  not  included  in  these  tables. 

The  death  rates  by  periods  are  given  in  Diagram  XXXIV,  and  are  based  upon 
the  population  in  each  period.  The  rate  for  the  period  under  5  years  of  age  is  lower 
by  2  points  than  in  1931,  and  the  rate  in  the  period  over  70  years  of  age  in  1932  is 
higher  by  6.6  points  than  in  the  previous  year.  There  is  also  a  slight  increase  for 
the  two  periods  between  50  and  70  years. 

The  percentage  of  the  deaths  in  each  period  to  the  total  deaths  in  the  province 
is  shown  in  Diagram  XXXV.  In  the  period  under  30  years  of  age,  the  percentages 
decreased  in  1932,  but  in  all  the  periods  over  30  years  they  increased.  In  1931,  the 
period  under  one  year  of  age  had  the  highest  percentage,  but  in  1932,  the  period 
over  seventy  years  has  the  highest  percentage.  This  may  indicate  that  the  death 
rate  from  senility  is  gradually  increasing. 

The  history  of  the  individual  diseases  is  given  in  Table  CXXVI.  Taking  the 
seventeen  classes,  the  standing  of  each  one  compared  with  1931  is  as  follows: 

Class  1.  Infectious  diseases,  decreased  by  4  per  cent. 

Class  II.  Cancer  and  other  tumors,  decreased  by  2  per  cent. 

Class  III.  Rheumatic  diseases,  increased  by  15  per  cent. 

Class  IV.  Diseases  of  the  blood,  increased  by  9  per  cent. 

Class  V.  Chronic  poisoning,  increased  by  66  per  cent. 

Class  VI.  Diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  increased  by  5  per  cent. 

Class  VII.  Diseases  of  the  circulatory  system,  decreased  by  5  per  cent. 

Class  VIII.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  system,  decreased  by  18  per  cent. 

Class  IX.  Diseases  of  the  digestive  system,  increased  by  9  per  cent. 

Class  X.  Diseases  of  the  genito-urinary  system,  increased  by  9  per  cent. 

Class  XI.  Puerperal  state,  increased  by  9  per  cent. 

Class  XII.  Diseases  of  the  skin,  increased  by  25  per  cent. 

Class  XIII.  Diseases  of  the  bones,  decreased  by  23  per  cent. 

Class  XIV.  Congenital  malformations,  decreased  by  7  per  cent. 

Class  XV.  Diseases  of  early  infancy,  increased  by  2  per  cent. 

Class  XVI.  Senility  increased  by  10  per  cent. 

Class  XVII.  Violent  deaths,  decreased  by  10  per  cent. 

Some  of  the  individual  diseases  which  increased  are  worthy  of  special  mention: 

Diabetes  and  diseases  of  the  Prostate  had  the  highest  rates  of  any  year  in  the 
ten-year  period.  Venereal  Diseases  had  a  slight  increase  on  the  rate  over  1931.  It 
would  appear  that  the  figures  in  connection  with  the  latter  group  of  diseases  are  not 
entirely  accurate,  owing  to  the  fact  that  physicians,  in  order  to  spare  the  feelings  of 
relatives,  in  many  cases  give  the  cause  of  death  as  some  other  disease.  It  is  generally 
recognized  that  syphilis  and  gonorrhea  are  amongst  the  greatest  problems  of  pre¬ 
ventive  medicine,  and  as  Dr.  William  H.  Wilde  states  “they  constitute  a  major 
economic  problem,  entailing  heavy  losses  to  industry,  trade,  the  community  gen¬ 
erally,  and  its  members.  In  short  they  are  a  problem  of  the  entire  community  and 
for  their  solution  the  combined  medical,  public  health,  economic,  social,  religious, 
and  educational  forces  must  co-operate.” 

One  authority  estimates  that  “one  man  insane  from  syphilis  represents  an  econ¬ 
omic  loss,  based  on  life  expectancy,  of  $20,000,000  in  earning  capacity,  and  a  cost 
of  $4,000,000  for  maintenance.” 

In  view  of  this  menace,  should  not  the  medical  profession  give  the  true  cause 
of  death,  when  syphilis  or  gonorrhea  is  the  primary  cause,  instead  of  giving  heart 
disease,  paralysis,  or  other  conditions  as  the  cause,  when  they  are  really  only  second¬ 
ary? 

As  in  previous  years,  the  three  causes  of  death,  congenital  malformations,  con¬ 
genital  debility,  and  premature  births,  exacted  a  very  high  mortality.  There  were 
598  deaths  from  these  three  causes  in  1932,  a  rate  of  64  per  100,000  of  the  popula¬ 
tion,  or  29  per  1,000  live  births.  The  mortality  from  these  causes  was  slightly 
higher  than  in  1931.

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BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS  AMONG  THE  INDIANS. 

The  births  increased  by  53  in  1932;  this  is  9.7  per  cent.  The  rate  per  1,000 
of  the  Indian  population  is  50. 

The  deaths  increased  by  10,  and  the  rate  is  23.8  per  1,000. 

The  infant  mortality  also  shows  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths,  but 
owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  births,  the  rate  per  1,000  living  births  is 
lower  than  in  1931.  The  infant  mortality  rate  is  161;  the  previous  year  it  was  171. 

The  illegitimate  births  decreased  by  9,  or  18.7  per  cent.  The  rate  is  65.4  per 
1,000  births. 

The  mortality  table  is  very  much  condensed,  the  classes  only  being  given. 
As  usual  the  infectious  diseases  had  the  highest  mortality;  42  per  cent  of  the  total 
deaths  belonged  to  this  class,  and  61  per  cent  of  the  infectious  diseases  were  tuber¬ 
cular. 

The  following  were  the  chief  causes  of  mortality  among  the  Indians:  infectious 
diseases;  respiratory  diseases;  diseases  of  early  infancy;  and  diseases  of  the  digestive 
system. 

The  deaths  from  tuberculosis  numbered  72,  a  decrease  of  7  compared  with 
1931.  This  disease  was  the  cause  of  25.5  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  among  the 
Indians.  The  death  rate  for  the  Indians  from  tuberculosis  is  600.3  per  100,000  of 
the  Indian  population,  while  for  the  whole  province  it  is  30.1. 

The  period  between  20  and  29  years  had  the  highest  mortality  from  tuber¬ 
culosis.  The  deaths  among  the  females  exceeded  those  among  the  males.  Sixty-one 
per  cent  of  the  deaths  were  of  the  female  sex. 

Three  deaths  were  due  to  the  puerperal  state.  This  is  a  rate  of  5  per  1,000  live 
births,  and  is  slightly  higher  than  the  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  province. 

The  greatest  mortality  among  the  Indians  is  in  the  period  under  five  years 
of  age.  Forty-nine  per  cent,  almost  one  half  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  that  life 
period  in  the  year  1932. 

The  four  principal  causes  of  death  among  Indian  children  under  one  year  of 
age  were  diseases  of  early  infancy,  broncho-pneumonia  and  pneumonia,  influenza, 
and  diarrhoea  and  enteritis.

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GENERAL  TABLES 

Table  CXXXVIII  gives  the  number  of  birth,  marriage  and  death  registrations 
recorded  since  the  year  1854.  In  the  year  1887,  the  first  Ordinance  was  passed 
providing  for  the  registration  of  marriages  only  by  the  Registrar  of  Deeds  for  the 
North  West  Territories. 

In  1881  another  Ordinance  was  passed  which  provided  for  registrars  at  Ed¬ 
monton,  Calgary,  Prince  Albert,  Battleford  and  Regina.  Thus  there  were  only 
three  registrars  for  what  is  now  the  province  of  Saskatchewan,  and  they  could 
only  register  marriages. 

The  first  comprehensive  system  of  registration  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths 
was  provided  by  an  Ordinance  passed  in  1888.  Through  this  legislation  a  Registrar 
of  Vital  Statistics  was  appointed  for  each  electoral  division.  The  history  of  Vital 
Statistics,  therefore,  commenced  with  the  year  1888.  Through  the  kindness  of  the 
officials  of  the  churches  that  were  carrying  on  missionary  work  in  the  territory 
that  is  now  comprised  in  this  province,  this  division  has  been  given  access  to  their 
old  church  records,  and  it  is  through  this  means  that  records  have  been  obtained 
of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  that  occurred  previous  to  1888. 

The  precipitation  and  temperature  in  1932  is  given  in  Tables  CXXXVI  and 
CXXXVII.  It  is  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Meteorological  Service  of  the 
Dominion  that  the  figures  for  these  tables  have  been  obtained.
